No Hearing Given. 
As the department is empowered 
statute to do, it subjected the 
10 employes to summary dismissal.

The execution of the law is tn 
the hands of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Administration, 
John E. Peurifoy.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 23 (AP)—The 
Chinese Government’s order bar- 
ring foreign shipping to and from 
the Soviet-controlled port of Dai- 
ren was regarded ‘n some quar- 
ters today as possibly foreshadow- 
ing the detention of Russian ships 
entering other Chinese ports. 


Official Chinese sources de- 
clined to speculate on what action, 
if any, would be taken against 
Soviet shipping. Other quarters, 
however, recalled the recent visit 
to Shanghai of the 22,000-ton So- 
viet steamer Ilyitch (formerly the 
German liner Scharnhorst) from 
D&iren.

BUCHAREST, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
The Romanian peace treaty with 
the Allied and associated natiqns, 
signed at Paris six months ago, 


was ratified unanimously by the 
Chamber of Deputies today. 

Foreign Minister Gheorghe Tat- 
arescu of the Communist-domPr 
nated government told the depu- 
ties that the treaty “puts an end 
to a lost war that has been waged 
against the will of the people.” 

Treaty provisions require Ro- 
mania—which fought on the side 
of the Axis powers until Septem- 
ber 1944, when young King Mihail 
I took a hand in a coup d'etat and 
switched the country to the allied 
side—to pay Russia $300,000,000 
in reparations and reduce its 
armed forces to 138,000 men, Ro- 
mania was required to recognize 
the cession of Bessardbia to Rus- 
sia, and southern Dobruja to Bul- 
garia, but regained Transylvania 
from Hungary. e 

Although Russian occupation of 
Romania is supposed to end 9 
days after the exchange of the 
instruments of ratification, they 
are permitted to keep troops in 
Romania to maintain communica- 
tions with Austria until the Aus’ 
trian treaty is ratified. The Aus 
trian treaty has not yet been 
written, 

Russia is the only major victo 
rious power which has not rath 
fied the Romanian treaty, Brit- 
ain recently called on the major 
powers to deposit thei¢ instry- 
ments of ratification as s00on as 
possible. Russia replied that only 
after the five former Axis ma- 
tions—Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Finland—themselves 
had ratified should the Allies de- 
posit the treaty originals. 

Tatarescu told the chamber the 
present peace treaties were but

employed by the city. 

The commission, at its regular 
weekly meeting yesterday, agreed 
to a conference with the union 
leaders in the hope of ending the 
strike, which was called last Tues- 
day after the electricians failed to 


obtain recommeéndations for a 
wage increase of 15 to 25 cents an 
hour from the commission. A 
telegram announcing agreement 
to meet was sent to John I. Roll- 
ings, executive secretary of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union. 
Pending the outcome of the con- 
ference, the electricians withdrew 
picket lines from in front of City 
Hall and three other city proper- 
ties. A decision to withdraw 
pickets was made Friday night at 
a meeting of Local 1 and 2, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, which was attended by 
Rollings and other members of the 
craft union committee. The ques- 
tion whether other union city em- 
ployes should continue to cross the 
electricians’ picket lines had been 
raised, but the suspension of 
picketing averted the possibility 
of a general strike against the 
city, at least temporarily. 
Union Meeting Monday Night. 
Results of the conference with 
the commission will be reported 
to the electricians at a meeting 
tomorrow night. The strikers had 
asked the commission to recom- 
mend their demanded wage in- 
crease to the Board of Aldermen 
when that body reconvenes next 
month. The commission took the 
position it would be unable to 
make a recommendation for one 
craft without consideration of the 
entire city pay structure and the 
problem of increasing revenue. 
The union committee, represent- 
ing eight AFL unions and the in- 
dependent International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, will seek to 
formulate a program to aid all 
municipal employes in obtaining a

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‘Adoption’ of G.I. 


Graves Overseas 


Reported a Profitable Racket 


One Dutch Villager Photographs His Daugh- 
ter Placing Wreaths, Then Awaits 
Gifts From Families in U.S.

MARGRATTEN, Holland, Aug. 
23—You may have read of the lit- 
tle Dutch girl who was given a 
free trip to America recently by 
the grateful parents of the boy 
whose grave she “adopted,” You 
may have friends who are corre- 
sponding with families in. Europe 
who have “adopted” their dear 
one's grave. You, yourself, may be 
one of these thousands who are 
writing letters and sending money, 
food and gifts to families who are 
“caring” for the grave of your boy 
who fell in battle to liberate these 
same families. And you may pre- 
fer to believe that all these ‘“‘adop- 
tions” are the unselfist tributes of 
grateful people, and ail this “care” 
they claim to lavish on the graves 
of our American dead is neces- 
sary. 

When I landed in Cherbourg 
early in June, I drové down the 
invasion coast and visited the two 
eat cemeteries of §& Mere 
lise, where lie the bo of our 
parachute heroes who fell in the 
pre-dawn assault on Fortress Eu- 
rope. I then visited the cemetery 
of St. Laurent sur Mer, where are 
buried the men who died on bloody 
Omaha Beach. I found these cem- 
eteries beautifully landscaped and 
cared for. by our own United 
States Graves Registration Com- 
mand, under Brig. Gen. H. L. 
Peckham. I found turf as velvet 
smooth as a golf tery thousands 
of white crosses lined up in geo- 
metrically perfect rows with the 
precision of a West Point parade, 
flower beds and shrubbery as 
tastefully planned and perfectly 
kept as those of any great private 


estate. 

Disturbing Rumors. 
En route here I visited our 
cemetery at Foy, Belgium—in the 
middle of the battlefield of the 
Bulge—only a few miles from 
historic Bastogne. Here again I 
found the same meticulous, expert 
care of our soldier dead by our 
soldier living. What then, I won- 
dered, was all this “adoption” and 
“care” business—for I had‘ heard 
some disturbing rumors. I de- 
cided to come here to Margratten, 
Holland, the largest United States 
military cemetery of World War 
Il, where the adoption idea start- 
ed, and developed into a program 
so “successful” it has spread all 
over Europe. 
What did I find here? I found 
a little village of thrifty Dutch 
farmers, with gardens full of veg- 
etables and flowers; orchards 
bending to the ground with fruits; 
lush, fertile farms with the tallest 
wheat and the thickest oats I 
have seen anywhere in Europe. 
I found fewer than 2000 persons in 
this hamlet, but I learned that 
every family had adopted one or 
more graves in nearby Margrat- 
ten Cemetery, where nearly 18,000 
of our soldiers who died in the 
murderous campaign to take 
nearby Aachen, Germany, lie un- 
der 36 acres of green lawn and 
white crosses, 

Gifts From U.S. 
T learned. also there are 5000 ap- 


| plications for “adoption” on file 


with the Burgomaster, and that 
some families have adopted as 
many as five graves, each mem- 
ber adopting one and carrying on 


a separate correspondence with 
the next of kin. I read scores of 
replies they received (they total 
thousands of letters a week)— 
every letter a warm, grateful, 
heart-breaking message of thank- 
fulness for the “care’—and prac- 
tically every one referring’ to 
money sent or packages of gifts 
and food shipped. Knowing my 
America, I could read between 
the lines and realize that many 
oz these bereft mothers and wives 
could ill afford the money they 
were sending, much less the food 
they were lavishing on this 
thrifty, prosperous farm com- 
munity—with the fattest children 
and more of them—than you 
have seen anywhere. 

I. had heard that this grave 
adoption idea, which started in- 
nocently enough, had developed 
into such a racket that the Army 
was trying in every way to dis- 
courage it—walking softly to be 
sure, for this was a touchy sub- 
ject. I talked to many G.I.s who 
were not just visiting journalists 
spending a day or two in this spot 
—but were there on the job, day 
after day, month after month, not 
only in one cemetery but in many 
of them—and knew what they 
were talking about. One said, “I 
have seen a villager’ come here 
with one wreath of flowers and 
take his little daughter’s picture 
placing it on a grave. Then she 
picks it up and puts in on another 
grave andjis photographed again 
—and these photographs are sent 
to the families back home in the 
United States to show how they 
are ‘taking care’ of the graves. 
You can see for yourself how much 
‘care’ they give, or how much is 
needed. See . all these beds of 
flowers? That greenhouse over 
there? Did you know we have a 
civilian superintendent and a ci- 
vilian assistant» who are expert 
landscape gardeners brought over 
here by the Government and paid 
to keep every grave in this ceme- 
tery as perfect as if it were in Ar- 
lington. And that goes for all the 
cemeteries over here.” 

Data From Dog Tags. . 

I asked another G.I. how these 
people obtain the names of the 
next of kin, “The older dog tags 
had this information,” he said, “so 
all they had to do was copy it off 
the back of the cross.where the 
tag is fastened. The newer tags 
don’t have it and we won't give 
it out, but these Joes are per- 
sistent, because it’s got around 
now that every grave is a sure 
source of income and if you write 


to the next of kin and tell them | 
you're ‘caring’ for it—along comes | 


money, and food and clothes, and 
anything else you can finagle. I 
don’t say there aren’t some who 
are sincere about this—but, boy, 
they're few and far between.” 
Today there are 37 military 
cemeteries in Europe, in which 
are buried about 144,000 Ameri- 
cans who died in World War II. 
These cemeteries are scattered 
from Sweden to Switzerland, On 
Oct. 4 the first repatriation ship, 
carrying 5600 caskets to be deliv- 
ered to the next of kin for home 
burial, will sail from Antwerp. 
When this program is completed 
it is estimated that 75 per cent of 
our World War II dead will be 
repatriated, and those who remain

A request for reconsideration of 
a decision not to call a special 
session of the Missouri State 
Legisiature to take up rent con, 
tral was sent yesterday to Speaker 
Murray E. Thompson of Marsh- 
field by Representative Joseph 
Wynne Murphy of the Sixteenth 
District in St. Louis. 

Thompson declined to call a 
special session last month, after 
Murphy made the original request 
by telegram. Thompson said he 
felt no special session was needed. 

“You refused to do this on the 


premise that the housing situa- 
tion in the cities of our state is 
not serious, but said that you 


would reconsider if the situation 
became more acute,” Murphy said 
in a letter to Thompson. “You 
ndmitted that some of the citizens 
of our state had complained to 
you because of the 30-day eviction 
notices served upon them. 


Many Veterans Being Evicted, 


“Has it not been brought to 
your attention that hundreds of 
St. Louis veterans and their 
wives and children are faced with 
spending the next. winter in un- 
heated basements and garages? 
For your information, in the 
month of July 141 veterans re- 
ceived eviction notices. Up to 
Aug. 22, 151 veterans received 
eviction notices this month,- — 

“May I remind you that these 
are the men that through their 


Isweat and blood fought and won 
the most terrible war in the his- 
tory of the world, so that we 
might have a democratic world in 
which to live and that man might 
retain his dignity?” 

Murphy said that hundreds of 
additional tenants had received 
eviction notices, but that the num- 
ber could not*be determined be- 
cause filing of a copy of the notice 
with the Office of Rent Control,is 
not required. About 70 per cent of 
such notices are merely an effort 
by real estate speculators to ob- 
tain vacancies so that the prop- 
erty can be sold or remodeled in 
such a manner that it will no 
longer be subject to federal rent 
controls, Murphy said. 


Charge of Trickery. 


Murphy said the “trickery and 
conniving” of real estate specula- 
tors had reached a large number 
of tenants through trick leases 
and unlawful eviction notices. 
The state has the responsibility 
to protect its citizens, he said, 
and the special session should 
therefore be called to take up the 
matter of rent control.

Two Interests Want De- 


lay in Case of Granite 
City Works—Belleville 
Interests Opposed. 


Disposal of the $8,655,515 surplus 


at Granite City, which was oper- 
ated by the Koppers United Co. of 
Pittsburgh during the war, awaits 
a decision by War Assets Admin- 
istration officials in Vashington 


on a request by two large firms 
that they be allowed to study the 
possibility of entering bids on the 
property until Sept. 15, the Post- 
Dispatch learned yesterday. 


The two large firms which have 


indicated an interest in the prop- |__ 


erty are associates of Henry J. 
Kaiser, west coast industrialist, 
and the Sharon Steel Corp. of 
Sharon, Pa. 

On a regional level their request 
was denied by War Assets Ad- 
ministration officials, who opened 
bids Aug. 15 despite the plea for 
a delay. Bidders were the Cur- 
ran Carbonizing and Engineering 
Co. of St. Louis and the Fulton 
fren firm of Cleveland, Ohie (not 
associated with the Fulton Iron 
Works of St. Louis). 


Roth of these bids were in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000, it was 
@mounced by Raub Snyder, dep- 

ne WAA administrator at 
Kansas City. He said the terms 
of proposed purchase varied, so 
that an exact comparison was 
impossible. These bids, Snyder 
gaid. have been sent to the WAA 
in Washington, together with the 
request for a delay by the two 
other firms, for final determina- 
tion of a course of action at a 
higher level. 

Belleville Attitude. 

Meanwhile, it was learned, the 
Belleville Chamber of Commerce 
has sent a telegram to WAA in 
Washington, asking that addition- 
al bidding not be allowed. Also, 
18 stove manufacturers in Belle- 
ville plan a meeting tomorrow to 
discuss further action to limit 
bidding. 


The desire of East Side inter- 
ests to keep out Kaiser and the 
Sharon Steel firm, it was said, is 
based on a belief that Kaiser, in 
any event, would take the entire 
pig iron output of the plant for 
his own use. At the present time, 
it was stated, the 18 stove manu- 
facturing firms in Belleville are 
entirely dependent on the Koppers 
pliant for their iron supplies. 


Snyder said he could not say 
whether Kaiser or Sharon would 
take the pig iron output of the 
plant for themselves. However, he 
gaid the two bids received were 
accompanied by assurances that 
the firms would continue to sell 
the plant output to the same buy- 
ers which look to the plant for 
supplies now. 

Snyder said that “technically 
mand legally” the decision to go 
ahead and open bids Aug. 15 was 
correct. The plant had been ad- 
vertised for sale as surplus prop- 
erty and bidding invited last 
March, he said. The two interests 
which asked for a delay were free 
to study the plant from. March 
until bids were opened Aug. 15, 
he added. 

The plant, first advertised for 
rent or sale in 1944, occupies a 
site of ‘210 acres and its buildings 
include 90,000 square feet of space. 
The Koppers company took over 
the plant, formerly opérated by 
the Granite City Pig Co., in 
31941, and continued operation 
after the tinmve for bidding had 
expired, when it. was first adver- 
tised, and no bids w received. 

The property, before being 
known as the Granite City Pig 
Iron Co., was a part of the facili- 
ties of the old St. Louis Gas &

The United States indicated it 
Was prepared to push the Balkan 
question to the limit to halt the 
alleged attacks on Greece by the 
three Soviet satellites — Albania, 
Buigaria and Yugoslavia. This 
issue was formally placed on the 
assembly's provision agenda by 
the United States Wednesday 
after Russia vetoed the last two 
resolutions proposed in the Se- 
curity Council on Tuesday. 

Secretary-General Trygve Lie 
said the whole question of the 
veto would get a thorough airing 
in the assembly as a result -of 
Russia's frequent use of this spe- 
cial big power voting privilege. 

A fight over the veto was made 
doubly sure when Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko used the veto twice 
more on Thursday to block the 
membership bids of Italy and 
Austria. This ran Russia's total 
atring of vetoes to 18. 

Argentina moved immediately to 
peek ition of the veto.

OF NLRB, DENHAM PREDICTS 


GeneralCounsel for Agency Says Law Of- 


- 


fers So Much to Workers It Is 


Unwise to Ignore Board. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (UP)— 
Robert N. Denham, General Coun- 
eel for the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, predicted tonight 
that CIO and AFL unions now 
boycotting the board under the 
Taft-Hartley law soon would seek 
its services. 

“The act offers so very much 
. to the _—t and so much pro- 
tection to their unions that I think 
it would be very unwise to at- 
tempt to ignore the board and its 
processes for long,” Denham told a 
reporter as he rounded out the 
second day's business under the 
labor relations provisions of the 
new law. 

Top CIO officers have said they 
would not file required informa- 
tion with the board. This would 
block all CIO unions from board 
services. An AFL spokesman said 
top officers probably would file 
but several powerful AFL unions 
have voted boycotts. 

Denham said that one of the 
risks for non-complying unions 
is loss of bargaining rights to a 
petitioning labor organization 
which files required financial in- 
formation and non-Communist 
affidavits. Carried to the ex- 
treme, if top AFL and CIO offi- 
cers fail to file, this msk would 
be extended to almost 50,000 col- 
lective bargaining contracts 
throughout the country. 

Operation of Rules. 


Under new NLRB rules, 4 rep-' 
resentation election may be held 
after a union's certification is one 
year old. The request may be 
made by a competing labor or- 
ganization, a group of employes, 
or an employer. An election may 
be ordered only after the investi- 
gation of union or employe claims, 
but it must be held if requested 
by the employer. 

If the union which presently 
holds bargaining rights has failed 
to meet Taft-Hartiey legal require- 
ments, it is forbidden a place on 
the ballot. Any votes for it would 
be void, Denham said. The bar- 
gaining rights would be certified 
to that organization which won ea 
majority of valid votes cast. 

Meanwhile, Chairnfan Fred A. 
Hartley Jr. of the House Labor 
Committee and co-author of the 
new law, predicted that rank-and- 
file revolt will force reluctant 
union leaders to fall in line with 
the Taft-Hartley law. 

“When union members uwunder- 
stand what this law means to 
them, there will be a revulsion. 
against the leadership,” he said. 
“Theeleaders will then be looking 
for every excuse under the sun to- 
conform to its terms.” 

Proposal for ‘Labor Czar.’ 

Hartley described as “brazen ef- 
frontery” the threats of certain 
AFL and CIO unions to ignore the 
law. He said employers had simi- 
larly tried to bypass the Wagner’ 
Act when it was first enacted. 

Representative Nixon (Rep.), 
Califonnia, a member of the House 
Labor Committee, proposed that 
unions follow the example of base- 
ball and establish a “labor czar” 
to settle jurisdictional a 
This proposa] was made by re- 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach to 
the 1945 Labor-Management Con- 
ference but it was ored, al- 
though CIO President lip Mur- 
ray said later he thought it was 
a good idea. 


Clocks Turned Back To Get Con- 
tracts Before Deadline. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 23 (AP)—The 


200 strikes were settled before 
Friday, when the Taft-Hartley act 
became fully operative, 

The department said prelimi- 
nary reports indicated that about 
125,000 workers were away from 
their jobs in 200 strikes the day 
before the law—criticized widely 
by labor organizations—went com- 
pletely into *effect.

In} 
some cases the drain of sterling 
into dollars—that is, the drain on 
British dollar resources rising out

“If you will look at the agree- 
ment, you will see that paragraph 
8 (2) B provides that, in excep- 
tional cases, after consultation 
with this Government, the British 
Government may then, if we agree, 
take appropriate action under 
Article XIV of the .

“T hope,” Southard paused to say 
proudly, “that that is plain.”

Nine weeks of prosecution testi- 
mony, which followed four weeks 
of tedious jury selection, ended 
last week when jurors read 100 
pages of erotic letters the defend- 
ants exchanged in their jail cells. 

The letters, Prosecutor Eugene 
D. Williams contends, prove that 
“an illicit, perverted passion 
amounting almost to a frenzy” 
Grove the young lovers to murder 
the Overells. ion, and their 
greed for the Overelig $500,000 for- 
tune, he said, 


In Case. 

Investigation of the Overells’ 

Geaths constitutes one of the 
strangest stories in southern Cali- 
fornia criminal annals—complivat- 
ed by political feuds, “leaks” of 
confidential evidence to newspa- 
per men, and the defendants’ 
steadfast denial of any crime, 
» Explosion of the Overell yacht 
shattered the quiet waterfront of 
Newport Beach shortly before 
midnight of Saturday, March 15. 
Miss Overell and Gollum were 
ashore buying sandwiches, The 
Overelis's bodies were found 
aboard and the blast was attrib- 
uted to a gasoline leak. 

Funeral plans had been made 

and the deaths written off as ac- 
cidental when a fire inspector 
found 33 unexploded sticks of 
dynamite, detonator: caps and 
wires leading to a clock in the 
engine room that apparently had 
been wired to set off an amateur- 
ish timebomb. 
: Newport Beach Police Chief R. 
R. Hodgkinson and Sheriff James 
Musick, former University of 
Southern California football star, 
arrested the young sweethearts 
when they called to pick up the 
Overells’s impounded auto.

District Attorney James Davis, 

a political foe of Musick, refused 
to issue a complaint. He said the 
case was weak.

Various “leaks” developed from 
the prosecution camp, climaxed 
when a Los Angeles newspaper 
printed copies of the lurid letters 
the sweethearts exchanged in jail.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 — 
Ground controlled approach 
(G.C.A.) radar has made notable 
gains in the last 10 days on widely 
separated fronts of the aviation 
world, 

The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration—which once announced it 


would sanction G.C.A. only as an 
auxiliary “monitoring” device for 
its own . so-called “instrument

‘landing system” (I1.L.S.) ef airport 


radio glde-path and runway-lo- 
calizer beams—retreated from this 
dictum for a second time, It ap- 
proved G.C.A, as a “primary land- 
ing aid” under instrument weather 
conditions at two airports in far- 
off Alaska and the Aleutian is- 
lands, 

Possibly the most significant de- 
velopment, in the opinjon of G.C.A. 
enthusiasts, however, was dis- 
closure by the Air Forces that the 
now universally-used G.C.A. unit 
at Newfoundland’s Gander airport 
—marking the CAA’s first retreat 
—sooh will be augmented by a 
new long-range surveillance radar 
capable of controlling air traffic 
within ‘a radius of 150 miles. 

Spots Bad Weather Areas. 

This device, technically desig- 
nated as an AN-CPS-5 search ra- 
dar, has been borrowed from the 
Army by Pan American World 
Airways. It will be used not only 
to direct and separate aircraft ap- 
proaching the big transatlantic 
airport but to spot bad weather 
artas within its range and detour 
traffic around them. It will sup- 
Plement the Army-lent  G.C.A, 
which Pan American installed last 
December at Gander and has been 
operating ever since with great 
success, 

Although the CAA and the Air 
Transport Association decided 
that costly “modernization” 
changes were necesary in three 
similar Army G.C.A. sets which 
they installed “experimentally” at 
La Guardia Field, Washington 
and Chicago, Pan American re- 
ported to the Army that its 
Gander set had proved “perfectly 
suitable for commercial operators 
under extremely difficult condi- 
tions. without any modifications 
whatever.” 

Proof of this claim appears to 
rest in the fact that the CAA, 
after witnessing its operation and 
checking its performance for sev- 
eral months, authorized Pan 
Americar. and other transatlantic 
American operators to employ 
the Gander G.C.A. as a primary 
instrument-weather . landing aid. 
Moreover, CAA eventually ac- 
corded it lower ceiling end visi- 
bility “minimums” an it ap- 
proves for the CAA-type radio 
range station at the same airport. 

Army Praises G.C.A, 

This step—not yet taken with 
respect to the three domestic 
CAA-ATA “experimental” G.C.A. 
installations—was repeated on 
Aug. 15 for the benefit of civil 


chorage, Alaska, and Shemya, 
Aleutian Islands, Army announce- 
ment said the action was predi- 
cated upon the excellent record 
G.C.A. has achieved in world-wide 
operations.”

GCA was the Navy’s announce- 
ment on Tuesday that new radar 
equipment of this type—the first 
of its sort installed anywhere in 
the world—had been put into op- 
eration at its Quonséet (RB. 1.) Air 
Station. This system can be 
plugged in at will to serve any 
of the airport’s runways and is 
operated from the field’s conven- 
tional control tower rather than 
from the mobile trailer in which 
the Army houses its wartime 
GCA’s. 

It hag the additional advantage 
of an electronic identifying indi- 
cator which points to the aircraft 
with which the GCA crew is talk- 
ing, thus obviating necessity for 
identifying maneuvers by the 
pilot. Another feature is a height- 
finding indicator which gives the 
GCA operators the altitude of 
any craft on which it is trained 
regardless of its distance from the 
airport. 

Radio Vs. Radar. 


Use of the Army’s new long- 
range surveillance radar in con 
junction with the Gander G.C.A. 
promises to revive the long-smol- 
dering feud between the two mili- 
tary services and the CAA on the 
comparative merits of radar and 
radio devices as aids to air navi- 
ation, This is because the AN 

PS-5, although operating on a 
lower wave-length, is generally 
similar to the long-range Army 
micro-wave early warning (M.E. 
W.) Radar units now being tested 
by the CAA and A.T.A, of civil 
use at New York and Washington. 

Preliminary’ reports from these 
organizations have been that 
M.E.W., is “unsatisfactory for traf- 
fice control purposes” and Pan 
American and the Air Force now 
hope to prove the contrary with a 
comparable set. 

The lower frequen employed 
by the surveillance radar to be in- 
stalled at Gander, Air Force tech- 
nicians say, should render it more 
immune to “echoes” from heavy 
rain and thick clouds which have 
interfered somewhat with de- 
pendable operation of the M.E.W. 
system. This type of interference, 
since it can obscure the operator's 
image of aircraft that should be 
in his field of vision, is the basis 
of the CAA A.T.A, criticism that 
M.E.W. is not dependable for traf- 
fic control work despite its long 
range. 

Another improvement of the 
search radar set to be used at 
Gander over the M.E.W. system is 
that it will be equipped with a 
“moving target indicator” (M/T.I,). 
This eliminates “ground clutter” 
reflections on the radar screen 
from terrain or other obstructions 
about the airport and enables the 
operator to see clearly the posi- 
tion of the aircraft he is tracking 
at all times.

The central steel region of the United 
States extends from Pittsburgh and Buffalo 
on the east along the shores of the Great 
Lakes to Chicago on the west. This region 
produces over three-quarters of America’s 
steel. The industry has gathered there not 
only because its markets are there but also 


-* Yecause that is the region in which its chief 


’ materials, iron ore and coal, can most con- 
veniently be brought together. 

The great markets for steel are the auto- 
motive and machine industries, building 
* * construction and railroads. The metropoli- 
“tan center of the machine and other asteel- 
consuming industries lies between the Ohio 
_ river and the Great Lakes, from Pittsburgh 
sto the Mississippi; it is roughly co-extensive 
with the central steel region. 
the nation’s machine and blacksmith shop. 
Most of our automobiles, locomotives, 
freight and passenger cars, atructural steel, 
machine tools, farm implements, mining, 
excavating and road-building machines and 
subassemblies and parts for electrical equip- 


ment are constructed there. 


‘fron Ore and Coal . : 
~ Are Chief Materials. 


I -The chief materials of steel are iron ore 
t- coal. Geographically the main sources 
of these two substances are nearly a thou- 
sand miles apart. The ore beds lie along 
the western shores of Lake Superior, 
tiainly in northern Minnesota. The pri- 
ry deposits of bituminous coal lie in 
western Pennsylvania and northerm West 
Virginia. But the long distance between 
the ore and the coal is to a large extent 
afinihilated by the Great Lakes, which are 
navigable for nearly eight months of the 
year. Of the thousand miles that lie be- 
tween the mines. of northern Minnesota 
apd Pittsburgh, 832 are across the lakes. 
Water transportation is so cheap that eight 
hendred miles on the lakes cost no more 
tian one hundred miles by rail; in effect, 
lake shipping brings the ore mines within 
an equivalent of three hundred overland 
miles of Pittsburgh. The ore is shipped to 
Pittsburgh for only $3. 50 aton. Pittsburgh 
lies in the midst of coal. The market, the 
ore, the lakes, and the coal explain why 
PAtsburgh is a steel-making center. 

*he steel plants along the shores of the 
Great Lakes, at Buffalo, Cleveland and 
Gary, draw upon the ores at an even lower 
transportation cost—about $2°a ton across 
the lakes. But they must pay for the over- 
land haul of coal from Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. What they save relative to 
Pittsburgh on the movement of ore they 
lose In the movement of coal, so they com- 
pete for these materials in approximate 
equality with Pittsburgh; and they have the 
extra advantage of being near the great 
steel markets of Michigan and the Corn 
Belt cities. Along with Pittsburgh these 
lakeshore steel centers comprise “the Amer- 
fean Ruhr,” which in 1940 produced about 
twice as much steel as all of France and 
Germany combined. | 


Six Major Ranges 

Along Lake Superior. 

That is the present situation. But al- 
ready the bodies of ore upon which this 
industrial metropolis depends are approach- 
ing depletion. The ore beds of Lake 5Su- 
perior lie in elongated areas called ‘“‘ranges,” 
varying from 15 to one hundred miles 
in length and from one to 10 miles in 
width. The six major American ranges ex- 
tend along the shore line of Lake Superior 
through the northern peninsula of Michi- 
gan, northern Wisconsin, and into northern 
Minnesota to the Canadian border. Two 
ranges lie off the north shore of the lake in 
Canada. The greatest of the ranges is the 
Mesabi, in northern Minnesota. 

The -Mesabi range supplies nearly two- 
‘thirds of the iron ore needs of the nation 
and contains over three-quarters of all the 
ore in the lake district. When the Mesabi 
was opened in 1892, it contained two and 
one-half billion long tons of ore. Today 
nearly 60 per cent of-this has been con- 
sumed. Sinee 1939 we have withdrawn the 
Mesabi ore over twice as fast as between 
1920 and 1939. There is a divergence: of 
opinion as to whether or not we shall con- 
tinue making steel at the present rate very 
long; but if we are to achieve our national 
purpose of maintaining high production and 
employment we shall pretty surely need 
steel in quantities very close to the present 
rate. If we are to play a major part in re-

storing the ravaged industries of Europe 
or in developing those of Latin America 
and Asia, we shall have to supply them 
with their greatest need—steel and things 
made of steel, especially railroad equipment 
and machines. Yet at the present rate of 
steel production we shall have used up the 
last of the Mesabi ores by 1964. 

One striking effect of the depletion of 
the Mesabi range will be that the steel 
industry will no longer be able to expand 
its output rapidly in response to unex- 
pected needs, as for example the needs of 
war. Sixty per cent-of the Mesabi ore lies 
so close to the surface that it is mined sim- 
ply by removing the overburden of earth 
and attacking the ore with mechanical 
shovels.. This.“‘open pit’ mining has made 
possible a rapid increase in the quantity 
produced. By contrast, the underground 
ore, some of which are thousands of feet 
below the surface, can be withdrawn in 
larger quantity only after shafts and tun- 
nels have been built—and this takes both 
money and time. Consequently every rapid 
increase in steel production has drawn 
heavily upon the open pit ores of the 
Mesabi. Open pit mining offered us a 
tremendous advantage in our belated and 
hasty rearmament program in the early 
years of World War II. From 1940 to 1945 
the steel industry drew upon the open pit 
ores at three times the rate of the 1930’s; 
it did not increase its use of the under- 
ground ores at all. But as Mr. L. 8. Ha- 
maker of the Republic Steel Corp. said then, 
“This is the last World War that will be 
fought off the Mesabi range.” 


Mesabi Range Has 
No Single Substitute. 


The ores will not, in fact, be exhausted 
as soon as 1964 because we will taper off 
our use of them. Perhaps by 1980 the ship- 
resent Mesabi ores will have 
dwindled into insignificance. 

But there is no single substitute for the 
Mesabi rahge, even at higher costs. In 
the absence of some improbable bonanza 
the Mesabi will have to be replaced’ by 
ore from many sources. For instance, the 
Republic Steel Corp. has turned to the re- 
serves in the Adirondack mountains, ores 
which have been used in small amounts for 
nearly two centuries. But the Adirondack 
deposits require tunneling to a _ vertical 
depth of 1300 feet in addition to smelting 
at the mine; they are badly located with 
respect to the Midwestern market, and they 
are relatively small. In fact, they promise 
to replace only about one-tenth of the out- 
put of the Mesabi. Yet these are the only 
substantial ore reserves to™be found else- 
where in the United States. 

Where, then, shall the industry turn to 
get the materials it needs? There are only 
two answers to this question. First, the 
processing of taconite in northern Minne- 
sota; second, the development of reserves 
abroad. 

The United States Steel Corp. and the 
Bethlehem Steel Crop., in association with 
two mining companies and in competition 
with a third mining company, are building 
pilot plants (experimental factories) to 
process Mesabi taconite. Now taconite is 
not an ore. It is the basic rock from which, 
during geologic time, the silicon was leached 
to leave the present range Ores as a residue. 
After the present ore beds are exhausted, 
taconite will remain in the greatest abun- 
dance. If the engineers can devise economi- 
cal methods to repeat the geologic processes 
in a factory and unlock the ores from the 
taconite, 
Lakes will be assured of ore for many 
generations. 

But the engineering and financial prob- 
lems of refining taconite are so discourag- 
ing that this mineral is certain to be only a 
partial solution—and an expensive one at 
that. Inmagmuch as taconite cannot be eco- 
ynomically transported across the lakes, it 
must be refined at the mine. This means 
that an entire new industry will have to be 
established in the semiwildernesgs near the 
Canadian border. In order to provide a

ments'of 1946 nearly half a billion dollars 
would have to be sunk in mine develop- 
ment, plants, inventories, and. operating 
funds. The mining executives would have 
to induce 25,000 to 35,000 workers and 
their families, altogether perhaps 60,000 
people, to move into the Mesabi range. 
The aggregate investment would expand 
the steel industry as a whole by 10 per cent 
without increasing its output a single billet. 


Taconite Production 
Within Next 12 Months. 


The taconite movement will be a pro- 
ducing industry within the next 12 months. 
Within the next two or three years it will 
be a ponderable factor in the ore supply. 
Within five years it will probably be provid- 
ing. 5 per cent or more of the Lake Superior 
ores. The Reserye Mining Co. is making 
specific plans for an investment approxi- 
mating 200 million dollars in taconite prop- 
erties, railroads, and docks, including a 30 
million “dollar processing plant. In time 
perhaps as much as half the nation’s ore 
will issue from the industry. But the 
rigidity of cost. will retard the growth of 
taconite processing beyond the minimum 
requirements of the Pittsburgh-Gary region, 
and in time of great need for ore the steel 
and mining executives will prefer to back- 
log orders rather than spend additional hun- 
dreds of millions providing new facilities 
for an uncertain future. In the meantime, 
the high cost of ore for the Middle Western 
steel industry will make it more vulnerable 
to competition from the coasts. 

‘The result will be inevitable. In plan- 
ing new locations for making steel, execu- 
tives will decide that the Pittsburgh region 
and the Great Lakes ports no longer offer 
the most favorable sites. Considering the 
whole complex of markets, coal, and water- 
borne ores, they will find the Atlantic Coast 
and the Gulf Coast much more attractive. 
In short, much of the steel industry will 
find itself on the move to these coasts. 

The Bethlehem Steel Corp. has operated 
an Atlantic Coast plant at Sparrows Point, 
Md., near Baltimore, since 1916 and has 
already solved the problem of ores for this 
plant. 

Chile has been the primary 
in the past; Venezuela is an impor- 
tant present and future source. From 
Chile the company obtains ore which is 10 
per cent richer in iron than the Mesabi ores, 
thereby compensating for the long ocean 
voyage and the cost of movement through 
the Panama Canal. The ore mines of Vene- 
zuela are new; but the increased reliance 
which Bethlehem is placing on them indi- 
cates that in location and quality combined 
they are superior to Chile. Meanwhile other 
steel and mining companies are seeking 
additional foreign ores. ‘ 


New Bodies of Ore 
_Are Being Explored. 


The M. A. Hanna Co. has-been exploring 
two bodies of ore, one in Labrador and the 
other in the territory of Amapa near the 
mouth of the Amazon in Brazil, The Re- 
public Steel Corp., in addition to its hold- 
ings in the Adirondacks, has acquired for 
future development ore properties in Mex- 
ico. The United States Steel Corp. is pros- 
pecting for ores in Venezuela. And all of 
the companies are alert to the possibilities 
of the greatest of all deposits, the Itabira 
mines of Brazil. 

The Itabira mines of Brazil are located 
in the greatest ore deposits in the Western 
Hemisphere. These deposits lie in the Rio 
Doce Valley about 325 miles from the séa. 
They are big enough to supply the entire 
steel industry of the United States for 150 
years. Vast portions of them-are richer in 
iron than the good Mesabi ores, and they 
are very low in contaminating elements. 
Lying at the surface for open, pit mining, 
and under none of the climatic handicaps of 
Minnesota and Labrador, the Rio Doce ores 
could be shipped from the coast of Brazil 
to Chesapeake Bay or Mobile over ocean 
routés no more Costly than the long-proven 
Bethlehem route from Chile, But they are

ji curves and steep grades, inadequate to bring 


out a quantity of ore even 1. per cent as 
great as Mesabi production, The Export- 
Import Bank has lent 14 million dollars 
for the improvement of this railroad. But 
even when the improvements are completed, 
the railroad will be able to handle~ only 
about 2: per cent as much ore as the pres- 
ent output of the Mesabi. Obviously, a far 
greater investment is needed. If private 
investors will put nearly 200 million dollars 
into the Labrador region, surely a compar- 
able investment might be made in railroad 
construction across the Brazilian mountains. 


Politics Impedes 
Itabira Development. 


But the development of the Itabira mines 
is seriously impeded by politics. The Bra- 
zillan mining code and Brazilian taxation 
are discouraging to foreign capital. Under 
the mining code, all ore deposits are the 
property of the Brazilian Government. The 
deposits may be developed only by Brazilian 
companies, in which, under special decrees, 
foreign capital may participate. There is 
nd possibility of getting the degree of con- 
trol which American steel corporations re- 
gard as essential. 

The Itabira mines were taken over from 
a British company in 1942, and a new 
company was formed of which the govern- 
ments of Brazil and the United States are 
joint owners. The steel corporations do not 
regard either of the two governments as 
well-disposed partners in the ore business. 
The United States Government has not yet 
become sufficiently disturbed over the de- 
pletion of the Mesabi Range to finance ade- 
quate improvements in the Brazilian rail- 
road. At some future time it may take posi- 
tive action, but no one can predict what 
complex of domestic and foreign political 
pressures may then prevail. 

Political uncertainties are a fatal defect 
in an ore supply. When a corporation con- 
structs a new steel mill on the Atlantic 
Coast it must be assured of sufficient ores 
for at least 25 years at a predictable cost. 

Nevertheless, the economic pressure for 
new ores is increasing. In spite of the 
losses the steel companies took in the Mexi- 
can expropriations 10 years ago, they are 
resuming exploration in Mexico, The known 
reserves of Chile and Venezuela are inade- 
quate. Unless the searches of the United 
States Steel Corp. in Venezuela and of 
Bethlehem and Republic Steel in Mexico 
discover unexpectedly large deposits, the 
steel companies may overcome their re- 
luctance to work out the development of 
the railroad to Itabipa. 


Impending Change 
Raises Military Problem. 


The impending change will raise still 
another problem—a military one. The steel 
industry is the foundation of our military 
security. The exhaustion of the Mesabi 
Range will promote a wholesome decentrali- 
zation. At present, one bomb in the locks 
of the St. Mary's river could shut off: the 
ore supply for a long time. But on the 
other hand there is certainly no security in. 
having to rely upon imported ores. The 
best answer to all these problems would be 
stockpiles of ore. 

However, the industry can hardly ac- 
cumulate stockpiles without the co-opera- 
tion of the Federal Government. For the 
treasuries of the steel companies are not 
big enough to keep both,the foreign mines 
and the taconite smelters operating during 
a depression. The high fixed costs of the 
taconite industry can be covered only by 
using ore, not by stockpiling it. A year’s 
supply of Lake Superior ores at present 
rates of production would cost over 300 
million dollars; an adequate military re- 
serve would be a one billion dollar invest- 
ment. In view of the importance of stock- 
piling to our national security and our 
foreign relations, as well as to the main- 
tenance of sustained employment, public 
financing of such a program would be 
highly appropriate. And in view of the 
financial limitations of the steel companies, 
it would be essential. 

Up to now the grand retreat of the steel 
industry has been under strictly private 
administration. The executives have brought 
to bear upon the problem the large financial 
and administrative resources of the in- 
dustry. They are drawing to the fullest 
upon scientific talent and are applying their 
own personal energies and inventiveness to 
the major readjustments ahead. Under pri- 
vate auspices the industry will doubtless 
make the most economical adaptation to the 
exbaustion of the Mesabi. But in the course 
of that adaptation grave issues of public 
policy will almost certainly arise, and be- 
cause they will involve our foreign relations 
and our military security, they will call for 

a hew spirit of understanding and partner- 
ike between the steel industry and the 
agencies of the Government,

The originator, guiding spirit and official 
national director of the institute is Dr. 
Julius Schreiber, a burly, bald, effervescent 
and highly articulate California psychiatrist, 
who served during the recent war as Chief 
of the Programs Section of the Army Orien- 
tdtion Branch. With the assistance of some 
of his former aides in the War Department 
and of nationally-known social and welfare 
experts, Dr. Schreiber is seeking to carry 
on in civilian life the Army’s orientation 
techiques. 

The Army branch was set up when offi- 
clals of the armed services discovered that 
a surprisingly large number of the nation’s 
inductees didn’t know why they had been 
called into uniform. “What are we fight 
ing for?’ was a refrain too often heard in 
the ranks. The Army had to teach millions 
of its young men the dangers of Fascism 
and the necessity for preserving the demo- 
cratic way of living. 

The men who administered the Orienta- 
tion program found it more effective to use 
the open discussion method instead of giv- 
ing lectures. Trained discussion leaders 
first made short talks, then assigned read- 
ing in specially prepared pamphlets and 
books, and followed this with invitations to 
the servicémen to hash things over them- 
selves at group discussions, 


Many Interested 
in-Civilian Venture. 


When the war was over, Dr. Schreiber 
could have returned to his luctrativé medical 
practice on the West Coast where he had been 
director of the Research and Shock Therapy 
Division of Stockton State Hospital. But 
he was’ too excited about the new kind of 
work he had been doing during the- war. 
He succeeded in interesting many others in 
his civilian venture, 
and the National In- 
stitution officially ~ 
was launched in Feb- 
ruary, 1946, with 
main offices in the 
capital. Its success 
has been nothing 
short of phenomenal. 

Proof of this is 
seen alone in the ros- 
ter of the institute’s 
board of consultants, 
It includes such well- 
known names as Miss 
Katharine Lenroot, 
director of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of the 
Social Security Agen- 
cy; Bishop G. B. Ox- 
nam, secretary of the 
Methodist Board of 
Bishops; CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray; 
Manchester Boddy, 
publisher of the Los 
Angeles News; Dr. 
Frank P, Graham, 
president of the Uni- 
versity of North Car- 
Olina; Dr. Mordecal 
W. Johnson, head of Howard University; 
Mrs. Frederick A. Kuser of the Association 
of Junior Leagues of America; Mrs. LeFell 
Dickinson, president of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, and J. Birdsall 
Calkins, head of the national YWCA. 

Incorporated in the District of Columbia 
as a non-profit educational organization, the 
institute is supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions from individuals and associations. Its 
president is Frank L. Weil of New York, a 
co-founder of the USO and a member of the 
National Executive Board of the Boy Scouts 
of America. 

It is supported solely by voluntary con- 
tributions from individuals and associations.

The discussion programs are designed to 
clear the haze on important topics and per- 
mit the participant to arrive at his own con- 
clusion. The range of subjects is sweep- 
ing, but the most popular national ones are 
problems facing the youth of the nation, 
atomic energy, the United Nations, veterans’ 
problems, education and the schools, racial 
bigotry and steps to combat it, national 
health and similar subjects. 

The project was initiated last year with 
the selection of six communities in which 
experimental studies in community educa- 
tion were conducted — Pittsfield, Mass.; 
Muncie, Ind.; Canton, 0.; Allentown, Penn.: 
Syracuse, New York, and Birmingham, Ala. 
A field representative of the institute was 
assigned to each city to serve as a full-time 
executive director of Community Discussion 
Councils, which were established to imple- 
ment the plan. 


Discussion Groups 
Organized from Scratch. 


These newly-formed councils organized 
discussion groups from scratch and also 
stimulated and directed discussion programs 
among existing organizations, such as busi- 
nessmen’s associations, ministerial, educa- 
tional, civic and service groups, Parent- 
Teacher associations, veterans’, youth, labor 
and similar groups. Discussion leaders were 
trained by the community councils with ma- 
terials provided by the institute. 

The idea spread like a prairie fire. In 
scores of towns and cities over the country, 
pamphlets prepared by the national institute 
are being utilized to guide and accelerate 
“talk it over” programs. The quick prestige 
achieved by the institute was demonstrated 
notably a short time ago when hundreds 
of representatives of national civic and wel- 

fare organizations at- 
tended. seminars on 
discussion training 
techniques held here 
at George Washing- 
ton University by the 
institute. 

The institute regu- 
larly reeeives glowing 
reports of its work 
from civic leaders 
who have become im- 
bued with the discus- 
sion fervor. Typical 
is this letter sent Dr. 
Schreiber a few. 
weeks ago by Philip 
C. Ahern, executive 
secretary of the Pitts- 
field (Mass:) Taxpay- 
ers’ Association:

The institute 
has no field workers in St. Louis as yet and 
no community council discussion has been 
formed. But Washington University and 
the St. Louis Public Library receive the in- 
stitute’s guide material on subscription 
basis.

Let's Not Forget the CAF-5 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In 1939 a government employe of the 
average grade (CAF-5) received .$2000 
per annum. He now receives $2644.80, 
making a salary increase of 322 per 
cent. Meanwhile the cost of living has 
risen 60 per cent or more leaving the 
employe approximately 28 per cent in 
the red. y government employes 
are being forced to cash the war bonds 
they patriotically bought, to make ends 
meet now. : 

Government employes are compelled 
to sign a statement that they will not 
strike the Government, and con- 
sequently have ho weapon to assist 
them like union workers, who have man- 
aged to keep the wolves away from their 
doors through the strike medium, In 
addition the Government has seen fit 
to down-grade positions financially. 

So instead of getting a justifiable in- 
crease many have received reductions 
in salaries and many have been laid off 
with no unemployment compensation. 

And what about the government pen- 
sioner? After 30 years’ service, back in 
1939 he received on the average approx- 
imately $100 a month. Now it has shrunk 
to $40 a month, taking into consideration 
the 60 per cent increase in living costs. 

Only the other night that noted.com- 
mentator, Gabriel Heatter, said, and I 
quote: “Yes! and let's not forget the 
government worker.” 

A PUBLIC SERVANT. 
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Imperial Soviet 
“The p between the two great allies 
of W War II has deteriorated dangerously,” 
says the Library of Congress’ report on Russia. 
With exceptional clarity, it proceeds to show how 
the deterioration has come about. 

The report says crisply that Russia has sud- 
denly grown from a weak, “primarily agricultural 
economy” to “one of the two giant powers of the 
world.” That is no reason jn itself for strained 
relations, but the Russians are using their new 
power in menacing ways. . 

By force or threat of force they have absorbed 
23,000,000 people and a territory of 260,000 
square miles, and the end is not in sight. Lenin, 
the report relates, “used to blame the imperialist 
powers for trying... ‘to draw a small, political- 
ly independent state into a struggle between 
great powers.’ But exactly the same technique 
seemns nowadays to have been learned by the 
men in the Kremlin.” : 

To be sure, Russia dissolved the world-wide 
Communist International. But, the Library of 
Congress investigators say, this “did not mean 
the end of national Communist parties”—includ- 
ing the Russia-serving American comrades. Stalin 
tells foreigners that Russia can co-operate with 
the democracies in spite of ideological differ- 
ences, Yet to his own people he indorses Lenin’s 
view that “the existence of the’ Soviet Republic 
next to a number of imperialist states for a 
long time is unthinkable.” 

Why did Russia come into U.N.? It came to 
preach, say the compilers of this report, and to 


stall effective co-operation among other nations. 


U.N. is “a new line of defense, in addition to the 
Red Army and the Soviet satellites, arid a wel- 
come platform for the propagation of Soviet 
thought,” Russia’s “successful, dynamic, hardly 
always scrupulots” strategy is to prevent democ- 
racy from reviving in Europe. In the acute mat- 
ter of atomic energy control, its opposition has 
been “resolute.” 

The report fairly admits the possibility that 
Russians fear other nations. It tells why, in the 
past, they have had reason to fear. However, as 
the report goes on to say, “suspicion’ can also 


be artificially generated. It is often an organic 


part of the totalitarian technique for keeping the 

population in a state of heightened tension.” 
What is Russia's purpose? Is it merely “se- 

curity”? If so, what does it take to make Russia 


feel secure? In a new book, “States and. Morals,” 


T. D. Weldon, an Oxford University philosopher, 
argues that the Soviet Union is the same old 
“Mother Russia” with new masters. The Library 
of Congress report is ‘only realistic in admitting 
that its motive may be the old imperial dream of 
the Czars cast in the new dogma of Marx and 
Lenin, In any case, “the summit of Communist 
hopes ... is a complete change in the world’s 
political, economic, social and cultural setup.” 
Out of this sober accounting céme plain con- 
clusions for American policy. The United States 


_must regard Russia’s present temper as a men- 


ace. American citizens may still hope the Krem- 
lin will co-operate in a peaceful world of self- 
determined. peoples. The force of events, how- 
ever, must make us conclude that the Kremlin 
expects today to gain more by fomented confu- 
sion and aggression. America’s mission is thus 
to be the leader and center of a democratic pow- 
er so strong that the Soviet ambition will cool 
off and be replaced by a spirit of give and take. 

Since it is obvious that the United States needs 
to recover its relaxed military preparedness, the 
report lays primary stress on the more construc- 
tive side of American influence. “Is sheer op- 
position against Soviet expansion,” it asks, “in 
and of itself sufficient for the preservation of in- 
ternational peace and security? ... Rightly or 
wrongly, Europe (Asia is brought in too) expects 
from America not only loans but moral leader- 
ship.” ° 


Moral leadership requires a greater zeal than’ 


American statesmen have yet shown to eliminate 
tyranny from, for example, China and Greece. 
Here at home it requires a people so secure in 
social justice and economic stability that distress 
and discontent cannot grow. It calls for an en- 
thusiasm and sense of one purpose that Ameri- 
cans felt in war and do not feel today. 

The best hope of peace lies in restoring Amer- 
ica's physical and moral power, taking the great- 
est care all the while to avoid hysteria that would 


‘weaken our own liberties.

housing agency. In his opinion, prices have 
passed the peak, will decline a little in the next 
few months and then stabilize at a moderately 
lower level next year, It is not cheerful to think 
they will not fall to a decidedly lower level, but 
it is realistic. tet 

One way that Mr. Foley hopes to encourage 
lower prices, however, is anything but realistic. 
He spoke favorably of longer periods for the 
repayment of Government-insured mortgages. 
This is more likely to check the price decline 
than to promote it. Easing FHA terms would 
have the same effect as striking the controls 
from installment buying is expected to have. 
Easier terms are a way to get more people to 
buy without having to come down to prices 
which they can actually afford to pay. 

FHA-insured mortgages are already written 
against so slim an owner’s equity that the low 
insurance premium does not begin to cover the 
real risk. When the present cycle of inflation 
passes, many contracts are likely to fall in de- 
fauit, leaving the Government pledged to bail 
out mortgage-holders to the tune of millions. 

That will not bring the housing problem any 
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nearer solution. It will simply throw in one 
more costly palliative to delay the day when the 
situation becomes so intolerable that a solution 
actually will be worked out. Thesonly real so- 
lution is to bring large-scale mass production 
into the home-building industry.

There can be no quarrel with the philosophy 
of the correctional institution for juvenile of- 
fenders at Boonville, but every Missourian may 
wonder as to how successfully the philosophy is 
being applied. There have been two outbreaks 
in a few days. More than 50 boys have fled the 
school this month, A call from the Rev. LeRoy 


-Munyon of Lebanon, superintendent of the school, 


summoned Col. Hugh Waggoner, head of the State 
Highway Patrol, to Boonville to assist. Mr. Mun- 
yon’s resignation is pending. 

If things are out of joint inside the school, 
it is bad not only for the youths who are sent 
there, but also for the community of Boonville 
and for the state as‘a whole. In self-protection, 
Missouri has an obligation to see that its youth- 
ful male offenders are led away from a life of 
crime. As the people’s trustee, Gov. Donnelly 
should give this school some earnest attention. 

Something which surely is wrong is the salary 
scale. The same official manual, quoted above, 
gives the superintendent's salary as $3000. Only 
three other among some 40 employes are listed 
as receiving more than $2000 a year. It is hard 
to conceive of an effective refitting of young 
offenders for community life with a staff no bet- 
ter paid than the one at Boonville. 
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Sweet Dreams, Doctor 

To temper the heat, sleep alone in a big bed.

It’s sound advice, so let’s fix up the details.

That many 
more beds will take more bedrooms. More bed- 
rooms will take bigger houses. Little houses 
now take big money, so bigger houses will take 
simply colossal money. 

At this point, maybe the problem had better 
be turned back for Dr, Kleitman’s further expert- 
ing. If he can sleep with it, or even stay cool 
with it, he’s luckier than the troop of fellows 
who'd call it luck to have a nice place for just a 
narrow little bed. 
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For the Riverfront 

As automobile travel is easier this summer 
than in recent years, many residents of this 
area are seeing for the first time the restoration 
at Williamsburg, Va. With thousands of other 
Americans they are walking from the rebuilt 
colonial capital; over which the Union Jack flies, 
down the shaded, quiet Duke of Gloucester street, 
by the once convivial Raleigh Tavern and the 
walled storehouse for arms to the lavish Govern- 
or’s palace with its maze of gardens. They are 
trying out the stocks, looking through the col- 
ony gaol, inspecting the kitchens with their great 
fireplaces and otherwise living, as it were, for 
a few hours in the eighteenth century. 

A restoration equally faithful and known to 
even more people in the St. Louis area is the 
frontier log eabin village of Abe Lincoln’s young 
manhood at New Salem, on a bluff above the 
Sangamon in central Illinois—barely 100 miles 
from here. 

The outstanding success of these restorations 
and the news, via the Chicago Tribune, that there 
are plans to. reproduce Fort Dearborn on Lake 
Michigan should be suggestion enough to St. 
Louis and the National Park Service. The eventu- 
al development of the riverfront memorial should 
include a reconstruction of salient, representa- 
tive structures such as Laclede's fur post knew 
in its early years. 

This ig the historfe ground from which almost 
the whole of the trans-Mississippi West spread. 
Any treatment of it that did not provide a re- 
stored area would miss the most promising op- 
portunity of all, Since almost nothing about St. 
Louis recalls the city’s beginnings, an accurate 
re-creation on part of the riverfront park would 
be a civic and patriotic monument. It would be 
also a means to popular education in history and 
a genuine attraction for visitors. 
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Secretary Royall’s: Admission 

One of the first acts of the new Secretary of 
the Army, Kenneth C. Royall, was to order all 
commanders to improve military justice,~ His 
statement is welcome, but has a familiar ring. 

Nearly a year and a half ago Mr. Royall, then 
Under Secretary of War, said something would 
be done about courts-martial. Military justice 
had been under repeated attack following such 
disclosures as the brutal Lichfield prison camp 
affair. The House Military Committee investi- 
gated and came to some biting conclusions, and 
the Doolittle “caste inquiry” board strongly 
urged reforms, 

Finally a special committee of the American 
Bar Association, appointed by former Secretary 
Patterson, found evidence of excessive sentences, 
discrimination against enlisted men and domina- 
tion of courts by commanders, The War Depart- 
ment agreed to many of the proposed reforms. 

That was last February. So it seems a little 
late for Secretary Royall to be repeating now 
that some military court sentences have been 
excessive, and other facts thaé-were well known 
long ago and always were inexcusable. 

Still Mr. Royall has made an honest admis- 
sion, and started out his secretaryship on the 
right foot.. The Army ought to waste less time 
than it has so far in putting military justice be- 
yond reproach.

Between Book Ends 


Tom Paine’s Lawyer 


FOR THE DEFENSE: THOMAS ERSKINE, THE MOST 
ENLIGHTENED LIBERAL OF HIS TIMES, 1750-1823, 
by Lloyd Paul Stryker. (Doubleday & Co., New York.) 


Erskine, the greatest advocate England 


has ever seen, lived among great events,. 


ideas and men. Mr, Stryker, whose career, 
like Erskine’s, has largely been as advo- 
eate for the defense, has written an inter- 
esting, timely and contagiously enthusiastic 
biography. 

Erskine came to the bar after years of 
poverty. Among other resemblances to St, 
Louis, London possessed a “Rats’ Alley.” 
The industrial revolution had brought low 
wages, unemployment, crime and misery. 


Weariness with 
the American war, 
hatred of the King’s 
bribed members of 
Parliament and the 
system of rotten 
boroughs were re- 
inforced by the 
ideas of Locke and 
Rousseau, A strong 
wind of liberty was 
blowing from Amer- 
ica and France. Er- 
skine immediately 
became the great 
defender of justice 
against governmen- Thomas Erskine 
tal suppression. At 33, he was Britain's 
most sought-after and best-paid barrister. 

In 1783 the Dean of St. Asaph advocated 
extension of the suffrage. He was indicted 
for seditious libel. It had been settled law 
that whether a document was libelous was 
for the judge to decide. Erskine urged the 
jury to disregard the court’s instructions, in 
spite of threats of punishment for contempt. 
He argued that “The Constitution was never 
intended to invest judges with a discretion 
which cannot be measured by the plain and 
palpable standard of law... .” 

Precisely this argument is being made to 
our Supreme Court today. Within the last 
few months, because five Justices declined 
to accept it, men have gone to their deaths 
or remained in prison. | 

Erskine’s brilliant battles for freedom of 


speech and of the press culminated in the . 


Fox Libel Act of 1792. Its substance has 
been in Missouri Constitutions since 1820. 

He defended Tom Paine for publishing 
“The Rights of Man” (thereby losing his 
office as Attorney General to the Prince of 
Wales); John Frost for saying “I am for 
equality and no King.” Whereas no Amer-~- 
ican lawyer broke the Alien and Sedition 
Acts, Erskine broke the English reign of 
terror, in a series of victories unexampled 
in their importance to freedom. 

One need not follow Mr. Stryker’s en- 
thusiasm for Erskine’s later years. Erskine 
fell a victim, not to the flesh pots nor to 
desire for glory (both of which he already 
had), but to the view; still widely prevalent, 
that it is better to be a judge than a 
lawyer. His career is an’ example to the 
contrary. In the last analysis, it is not, 
judges, but lawyers, who make our law 
and defend our liberties. |

DIRTY EDDIE, by Ludwig Bemeimans. (Viking Press, 

New York.) 

It takes a confident writer to wander his 
fable nowhere in particular. It takes a 
gift to make the wandering a delight every 
step of the way. Norman Douglas had it 
in superlative degree in “South Wind.” 
Ludwig Bemelmans, whose gift is some- 
what similar, displays it in this story of 
amusement mechanics and the little biack 
pig who stole their show. 

The scene is Hollywood. After a per- 
sonal experience, Mr. Bemelmans seems to 
like the pig rather better than the people 
who clutter up the scene. But there his 
resemblance to authors who have shivered 
lances on the armadillo hide of Movieland 
begins and ends, He is too entranced with 
what he has seen, too civilized, to write in 
hot anger or cold venom, He is a satirist, 
no doubt, but the rare species who loves 
the victim even as he murders him with 
the tickling feather.

Dirty Eddie is the pig. Eddie’s conduct 
is blameless, but an inexorable law of his 
nature plays the mischief with a $5,000,000 
epic in which he has sontehow become the 
hero. On the outcome hang the fortunes 
of two writers: Maurice Cassard, the man 
with perfect taste and without illusions, 
and Ludlow Mumm, the leftward-leaner 
who finds solace in Stork Club Commu- 
nism and $3000 a week fair compensation 
for not working, 

There are assorted fabulous characters. 
For romantic interest, there is Belinda 
(nee Marie O'Neill), whom Cassard finds 
easy to love in spite of as well as because 
of her becoming a high-salaried star, And 
always there is Bemelmans himself, some- 
times in Cassard’s wise mouth, sometimes 
as the unseen and unmentioned impresario. 

Bemelmans fans, who are numerous, will 
go away happy with what their author 
does with this apparatus. Not everyone 
fancies Bemelmans, but the chance that

Hanna was born of a wealthy, distin- 
guished, assimilated Hungarian Jewish 
family ip Budapest. She went to Palestine 
alone. She trained as a parachutist under 
British directives, In the war she “jumped” 
over occupied Hungary. She was captured 
by the Germans, tortured and killed. Her 
story illustrates the author's treatment of 
other men and women in the Jewish re- 
sistance,

The book has all the power of -authen- 
ticity, personal conviction and skill. Its in- 
fluence will persist because it is an impor- 
tant part of the record of the war’s great- 
est crime and the machinations of the 
war's worst criminals, : 

Here is a fairly calm and collected re- 
cital of how the Jews behaved when they 
realized that the Nazis intended to mur- 
der 10,000,000 people—the total Jewish pop- 
ulation of Europe including Russia,. They 
succeeded to the extent of 6,000,000, 

Here are the tricks used by the Nazis 
to get all Jews into ghettos and then to 
extermination centers. Here are parents 
trying to fend off the executioners’ blows, 
artists and teachers attempting to preserve 
sorhe dignity and hope, young people smug- 
gling arms, organizing resistance and risk- 
ing their lives every hour. 

What gave Jews their hope in the pits 
of hopelessness? What sparks their con- 
tinued fanatical resistance despite the oil- 
minded British and despite the Arabs, sa 
deft at swinging the scimitar, so slow at 
using the spade? It is the hope of a Jew- 
ish home in Palestine. The British have 
shamelessly betrayed them, but we are all 
accessories to the crimes that have been 
and are being committed against them. ~ 

God help “Christian civilization” if this 
nasty business goes on much longer. Lin- 
coln once spoke a truth that has terri 
relevance for us: “Every lash the Negra 
slave received was paid for by a bullet id 
a white man’s heart.” 

The Jew is not a siave, but he is 
world’s scapegoat. I dare gentiles 
Jews alike to read this book and remain 
indifferent to the claims of Zionism.

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Misconceptions of Britain's Dollar Crisis

Copyright, 1947, 
ILE many intricate issues 


are involved in the present 
world scarcity of dollars, it 
is possible to clear up simply, on 
the basis of recorded facts, a few 
widespread misconceptions con- 
cerning the plight of the British, 

There has been no breakdown 
of the internal economy of the 
United Kingdom. On the con- 
trary, it is doing better than be- 
fore the war. 

“The Economist” of London es- 
timated in its issue of Aug. 2 that 
Britain’s physical production is 
between 10 per cent and 20 per 
éent higher than in 1938. More 
steel is being turned out than 
ever before in the country’s his- 
‘tory, 27 per cent more than in 
1938. Shipbuilding is at more 
than double the prewar rate, Auto- 
mobiles, trucks, sulphuric acid, 
rayon and many other industries 
are beating previous records. 

There is no unemployment and 
industrial disputes are infrequent. 
The budget shows a large surplus. 

Whatever else the United States 
may be doing by extending credit 
to Britain, it is not subsidizing 
a shattered industrial system, 
ruined by socialistic experiments. 

' Coal Is ce. 

The only major industry which 

has been nationalized since the 


The 


is coal, and not enough coal is 
being produced, So much is true, 
but it is not the whole truth. 

Part of the scarcity is due to 
the increased demand of the fac- 
tories, railroads and power sta- 
tions, Mining needs more man 
power immediately, and in the 
long run it needs better machin- 
ery and management. 

But the decline of coal produc- 
tion is of many years’ standing; 
it occurred before nationalization, 
not after it. In 1945 the loss of 
coal man power averaged 4838 
men per quarter: in the first 
quarter of 1947, after nationaliza- 
tion, there was a gain of 14,465, 
By July 5, 20,000 new workers had 
been recruited, 

In spite of the stoppage re- 
sulting from the terrible and pro- 
longed winter, coal production for 
the first half of 1947 was four mil- 
lion tons more than in the same 
period of 1946. 

Britain does not now need any 
more dollar exchange’ than she 
regularly had ‘before the war. The 
only difference lies in the in- 
creased difficulty of obtaining it. 
This difficulty is a direct con- 
sequence of the war itself; it has 
nothing to do with the internal 
health or efficiency of her econ-

income came from the return on 
investment in the United States, 
Canada and other countries us- 
ing dollars. Most of these invest- 
ments were sold and the proceeds 
used for war supplies before lend- 
lease began to operate. In order 
to earn an: equivalent amount of 
dollars now, Britain must increase 
her exports sufficiently without 
correspondingly increasing her im- 


ports. 
Purpose of U.S. Loan. 

The purpose: of the American 
credit was to give her time to 
complete this difficult shift. She 
had to keep on buying before her 
exports had expanded to the re- 
quired figure. 

Lord Keynes and the other 


members of the British financial 


mission estimated that it would 
take a considerably larger amount 
to bridge the gap than the Amer- 
ican negotiators were willing to 
grant. It was said that the 
American representatives were in- 
fluenced by their fear that Con- 
gress would not sanction a larger 
sum, rather than by purely finan- 
cia] estimates. . 

Against this background, the 
reason for the premature  ex- 
haustion of the credit which seems 
to be approaching becomes clearer. 
Any unexpected misfortune would 
be sure to cause trouble. 

By the last quarter of 1946 rapid 
progress had been made in the in- 
crease of British exports; they 
were already 11 per cent above 
the prewar figure in volume. In 
terms of value, exports had grown 
126 per cent above 1938, while 
retained imports had increased 
only 67 per cent, The gap was 
being closed. 

Then came the Arctic winter, 
in which blizzard after blizzard 
brought trucks and trains to a halt 
and encased the country’s life in 
ice. Exports fell; more had to be 
imported to make up for the slump 
of home production. 

The gains made were wiped out, 
and Britain painfully had to climb 
out of the wasteland again when 
the thaws came, In time, at least 
six months were lost while dollars 
kept flowing out. 

Effect of Price Rise. 

Meanwhile, another obstacle had 
appeared. The end of price con- 
trol in the United States and the 
subsequent price inflation reduced 
the value of the dollars icnt, If, 
as Dalton stated on July 15, the 
depreciation is.28 ver cent since 
the amount of the credit was de- 


cided on—a figure which seems 


moderate—we actually awreed to 
lend Britain dollars which turned 
out to have a value of something 
like 72 cents apiece. 

In effect, the credit thus 
amounts to about $2,220,000,000 
instead of $3,750,000,000 as origi- 
nally agreed. 


Of course, Britain can now 
charge higher prices for her ex- 
ports, too, but it so happens that 
the prices of what she has to 
sell have not risen as much as 
the prices of what she has to 
buy. Many an American has ex- 
perienced the same misfortune, 


There may also have been mis- 
management in the use of the 
credit. This is a matter of judg- 
ment, It is possible, for instance, 
that the British Government 
should not have allowed the 
people to smoke. so many cig- 
arettes or go to so many movies, 
but, should have used the money 
instead for machinery and mate- 
rials which would have increased 
exports. If so, the: mistake has 
now been rectified, to the discom- 
fiture of Virginia and Hollywood. 


Effect on America, 


Now let. us reverse the picture 
and see what sacrifices we in 
America have made to offer the 
help which Congress has so far 
extended to the British. 


In a year’s time up.to the end 
of July the British used about 
$2,750,000,000 to buy goods which 
Americans might have bought if 
the credit had not been agreed 
to. During the same year Ameri- 
can consumers had incomes, after 
paying taxes, of about $165,000,- 
000,000, We might have had 
$167,000,000,000 or $168,000,000,000 
if Britain had been left to sink 
—an increase of between 1 and 2 
per cent. . 


This is a very rough calcula- 
tion. We probably should not 
have smoked any more cigarettes 
if the British had not bought the 
tobacco, and it is certain that we 
should not have gone to any more 
movies if the British had been 
deprived of the privilege of seeing 
the same films in their own 
theaters. Many of the goods they 
bought were not consumer goods 
anyway, but were things like 
lathes or locomotives, Besides, 
they had to spend a good deal 
to feed the Germans in their re- 
gion of Germany. 

Increased exports, not merely to 
Britain but to the whole world, 
probably had as much influence 
on American food prices as on 
anything else, since the necessity 
for relief has been mainly for 
food. But in 1946 Americans ate 
15 per cent more meat per capita 
than in 1939, 14 per cent more 
fresh vegetables, 22 per cent more 
eggs. There was a very slight de- 
cline in consumption of wheat 
and dairy products. 

Our own demand, in the ab- 
sence of price control much 
more to boost food ‘prices than 
the shipments abroad, And in 
actual nutrition, Americans on the 
average have sacrificed precisely 
nothing. 


tion facilities (reactors) would 
be determined by the agency in 
accordance with quotas estab- 
lished by treaty.

Dangerous activities should be 
defined in the treaty, but the 
agency shall take in account 
quantities and qualities of mate- 
rials involved; ease of conversion 
to explosives; total supply and 
distribution, and other factors 
tending to narrow margins be- 
anc safe and hazardous opera- 

ons. 


For National, Private Research, 


The world agency must‘be per- 
mitted to conduct and supervise 
atomic research and development. 
On the other hand, national and 
private research would be encour- 
aged, limited only in scope as re- 
quired by security. Only interna- 
tional researchers, however, should 
be allowed to use nuclear fuel “for 


the perfecting, production or as- 
sembly of any atomic weapon,” 


and all others should be “forbid- 
den to use dangerous quantities 
of nuclear fue),” 

In the course of discussion in 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
in recent months, the propriety of 
endowing an international control 
agency with rights of “ownership” 
of all atomic resources has been 
the subject of intense debate. 


The Soviet Union promptly ex- 
pressed opposition to the proposal, 
offered by the United States. 
Other delegates have expressed 
degrees of approval ranging from 
mild to enthusiastic. 

From expressions in the fore- 
word introducing the five ‘“work- 
ing papers,” it is evident that 
adoption of this principle was ac- 
cepted by the various committees. 
The term .“ownership,” and its 
implications as applied to world 
atom government, were defined 
exhaustively. 


It is set forth: 


“It will be seen from the 
papers which follow that owner- 
as J by the agency of source 
materials or nucleai fuels in- 
cludes the exclusive right to 
move or lease the materials, 
the right to use and to produce 
energy from them, and the same 
rights for all products formed 
from them. Ownership also in- 
cludes the principle that no dis- 
position of material can be made 
without the permissio:. of the 


agency. 
“It is proposed that the 


agency should acquire owner- 
ship, for a price to be agreed, 
of source material from the time 
it ig removed from its place 
of deposit in nature or, in case 
of source material containing 
other important constituents, : 
from the time those constituents 
have been extracted. The agency 
will not be permitted to sell 
these materials but could lease 
them for authorized uses.” 

Other parts of the foreword de- 
voted to the. subject of “owner- 
ship” make clear that the term is 
used to denote “trusteeship” rather 
than unqualified possession, 


Controls may be administered 
effectively only if the agency, 
“acting as trustee for all the sig- 
natory nations” receives indisput- 
able control of all source mate- 
of the treaty, it is said. 


Ownership by the agency of “all 
dangerous facilities” would in- 
clude the right to make decisions 
regarding allocation, construction 
and operation and to make safe 
products of the plants available in 
equitable amounts to all nations. 
The agency could not sell danger- 
ous facilities, could not open or 
close such plants at will, but 
would be responsible for operating 
those prescribed by treaty in a 
safe manner. 

“It must be stated at this 
time, that, whatever legal issues 
might arise in this connection, 
nations cannot have any pro-

Of Conquered Lands, Shirer Writes

it does, the only great capitalist 


state left in this unstable world, is being so hard on German indus- 
trialists and bankers these days is to set down a few facts to show 
that “business” in Nazi Germany was not business as Americans 
understand the term but as gangsterish, barbarian, crooked and 


criminal as almost everything else 


I have written of the nefarious 
record of the German chemical 
trust, LG, Farben, whose leading 
directors are now on trial before 
an American court at Nuernberg. 
I would like to reveal a few facts 
about German banking which may 
be news to American readers, es- 
pecially bankers. 

When I was last in Germany 
I became interested in the trial 
which a small team of our Treas- 
ury experts got on in their inves- 
tigation of German banking under 
the Nazis. They began turning 
up some fabulous facts about the 
role of the big German banks in 
the Nazi rape of Europe, but when 
they took to throwing leading 
German bankers in the hoosegow 
was too much for certain 
higher-ups and the Treasury 
sleuths were yanked off the trail 
and sent home. 

Later I read in the newspapers 
that some Congressman claimed 
to have discovered that our Treas- 
ury agents in Germany were really 
Communists, the theory being, ap- 
parently, that any one who ar- 
rested a banker.was a red. 
Learned Technique Robbing Jews. 

Be that as it may, I have now 
received a copy of a special report 
on the subject of Nazi German 
banking from the military gov- 
ernor of the United States zone 
in Germany; and, though Gen. 
Clay comes to the same conclu- 
sions ag did the United States 
Treasury, no congressman is go- 
ing to convince me that he is a 
Communist. 

The report deals with Ger- 
many’s two biggest banks, the 
Deutsche Bank and the Dresdner 
Bank. .Our military governor dis- 
closes that he has pretty well 
busted those two banks and, for 
good measure, hailed the officials 
of the Dresdner Bank before the 
War Crimes court at. Nuernberg. 

Gen. Clay’s general charge 
against the two giant German 
banks is that they aided and 
abetted Hitler in looting Europe. 

Americans have to get clear in 
their minds what the master Nazi 
plan was. It was, in short, a 
scheme whereby Germany would 
completely dominate Europe not 
only politically but economically 
and financially as well. The 
wealth of the conquered lands 
was to be confiscated and the 
enslaved peoples put to work. for 
the profit of Germany, including 
German business and banking. 

But before the German bankers 
played their role in the plunder 
of the occupied countries they 
succeeded in plundering the Jews 
in their own land. 

One of the most fascinating 
chapters in Gen. Clay’s report is 
entitled “Role of the Banks in 
Aryamization of the Germany 
Economy.” This role turned out 
to be a most profitable one even 
though, the report finds, the Ger- 
man bankers were sometimes 
forced to rely on the terror of the 
Gestapo, 8.S. and concentration 
camps in fleecing German Jews. 

“In this way,” the’ report de- 
clares, “the Dresdner and Deut- 
sche Banks acquired properties for 
their own account, financed ac- 
quisitions of Aryanized property 
for customers, selected and ap- 
praised properties for future Ary- 
anization, and even searched for 
prospective customers interested 
in this type of transaction.” 

“This experience gained in Ary- 
anization activity in Germany,” 
the report continues,” served the 
banks in good stead in their sub- 
sequent economic spoliation of oc- 
cupied Europe.” 

Shared Spoils With Army. 

The best part of this A.M.G. 
report deals with the role of the 
two leading German banks in 
fleecing conquered Europe. 

“The banks,” it says, “acted virt- 
ually as an economic branch of 
the Wehrmacht in exploiting the 
resources of the occupied coun- 
tries, . . The desire to acquire 
certain institutions or corporations 
sometimes originated within the 
banks, sometimes within the Nazi 
government, but all acquisitions 
had one aim in common, namely, 
the economic and political domi- 
nation of Europe by Germany... 
Both banks obtained a share in 
the spoils. In some cases the 
Deutsche Bank obtained. the 
choice morsel because it was the 
larger, better known bank .. .: in 
other cases the Dresden Bank re- 
ceived preferential treatment due 
to its close connection with the 


that went on in the land of Hitler. 


S.8., the Gestapo and other party 
organizations.” 

There was nothing haphazard 
in the way the German banks 
moved in to operate behind Ger- 
man bayonets. Indeed Gen. 
Clay’s report finds that “plans 
for economic penetration were al- 
ways worked out in detail before 
the military attack and occupation 
of a given country.” 

One has to admit that German 
bankers were as thorough in their 
preparations as were German gen- 
erals. I recall how amazed I was, 
when I covered the German inva- 
sion of France in May and June 
of 1940 to find that the Nazi 
bankers followed the Nazi army 
so closely that they would set up 
shop in French banks in dozens 
of towns before the sound of ar- 
tillery fire had died away. ° The 
technique had been worked out 
months in advance. 

How successfully it operated in 
each of the lands taken over by 
Germany is outlined, country by 
country, in the A.M.G. report. 

Robbery by the Billions. 

Unfortunately, most of the fan- 
tastic exploits of .the German 
bankers are left out for lack of 
space. Only a hint of the un- 
abashed thievery of the Deutache 
and Dresdner Banks in Czecho- 
slovakia, for instance, is given. I 
quote the brief report in full: 

“The Deutsche Bank acquired 
control of the Boehmische Union 
Bank, which originally had assets 
of almost three >illion crowns. 
The Boehmische Union Bank was 
completely reorganized; its share 
capital was devalued, ‘tg manage- 
ment and board of directors were 
changed and all its industrial par- 
ticipations were transferred to the 
Deutsche Bank, The Dresdner 
Bank took over the Boehmische 
Escompte Bank and the Zivnos- 
tenska Banka. These banks sub- 
sequently developed into the 
strongholds of the Dresdner Bank 
in Czechoslovakia and played an 
important part in enslaving Czech 
industry.” 

Indeed the German bankers 
were not content with — over 
the banks and their assets in the 
conquered lands. They did s 
thriving business, the report 
shows, in grabbing control of for- 
eign industry either for them- 
selves or for German industrial 
concerns. The Deutsche Bank, 
for example, enabled the Mannes- 
mann Roehrenwerke to acquire 
corporations in Austria, Holland, 
Luxemburg, Czechoslovakia and 
France, The Dresdner Bank 
handled the acquisition by the 
Hermann Goering Werke of «a 
number of steel works in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

But even that was not all. 

“The two big banks,” the re- 
port discloses, “not only collabo- 
rated in co-ordinating European 
economies with the Nazi master 
blueprint, but they were also very 
active in expropriating foreign 
Jewish property.” 

Same Tactics Used in Poland. 

The Jews in the conquered coun- 
tries, the report hastens to add, 
were not the only ones robbed by 
these rapacious German bankers. 
“The Deutsche and dner 
Banks,” it found, “also worked 
hand in hand with the Chief Trus- 
tee Office, East, which was estab- 
lished by Goering for the economic 
exploitation of Poland,” 

In the confiscation, administra- 
tion and liquidation of Polish prop- 
erty (which included in one prov- 
ince, the so-called Wartheland, the 
confiscation of three-quarters of 
all busfesses owned by Poles) the 
German bankers made a hand- 
some profit, 

Such was the banking business 
in the Third Reich, 

Gen, Clay therefore found that 
“the Deutsche Bank and Dresdner 
Bank were active partners of the 
Nazis in the spoliation and eco 
nomic domination of Europe.” 

What did he do about it? He ts 
sued Law No. 57 “designed,” as 
the report puts it, “to break up 
the dominating influence of 
Deutsche Bank, Dresdner Bank 
and Commerzbank over Germany's 
financial and industrial activities.” 

He ordered the decentralization 
of the German branch banking 
system and, as I said, haled some 
of the worst offenders among the 
big bankers before a criminal 
court, 

That is nothing, it seems to me, 
for American bankers, or the rest 
of us, to weep over or get excited 


about.

“It is obvious that no feeling of 
security could be established in 
the world if natiens could reserve 
the right to prohibit access to 
certain parts of their territory,” 
it ie said. “Nevertheless, it is also 
impracticable to subject the whole 
of the territories of the contract- 
ing nations to detailed inspection 
for, apart from the obvious politi- 
cal disadvantages, no interna- 


tional agency could ever be in @ 
position to fulfil such a task. 


“Thus, the exercise of the right, 
which the international agency 
must possess, of determining on 
the spot whether a nation is con- 
ducting clandestine preparations 
for atomic warfare, would be sub- 
ject to various procedures, ac- 
cording to the nature of the terri- 
tory or the building inspected, 
and these procedures would be de- 
signed to guarantee nations and 
individuals against abuses on the 
part of the agency and to con 
form, as far as possible, with na- 
tional legal procedures.” 

Details of two working papers 
dealing respectively with “Re 
search and development” and “Le- 
cation and mining of ores” will be 
outlined tomorrow. 

When approved in final form, 
they and three companion docu- 
ments will be the framework for a 
section of the long-desired atomic 
energy treaty, one mark of pro- 
gress in the painful process of per 
petuating atomic peace,

The State Highway Commission 
estimates that $306,000,000 will be 
ed in a j0-year period for con- 
tion costs alone and that 
maintenance requirements will be 
$100,000,000 in that period.

It provides that one cent of 
the increase shall be distributed 
to the counties to supplement lo-

Opposition to the Curry. amend- 
ment has been led by Hugh Ste- 
phens of Jefferson City, recog- 
nized for megan Fg for outstand- 
ing and unselfish civic activities, 
who recently resigned as chairman 
of the Citizens Road Association, 
an organization of good roads en- 
thusiasts. This opposition was 
based on two principal arguments: 

(1) That an increase of 1% 
cents in the tax solely for coun- 
ty roads would be virtually cer- 
tain to preclude an increase to 
provide funds needed for the 
state system. 

(2) That distribution of the 
money for rural roads for ex- 
penditure the county courts 
would t in waste, that it 
would be expended on the basis 
of political favoritism in many 
‘counties, and that little in the 
way of roads would result. 

Highway Commission Program. 

That additional state revenues 
for the state highway system, 
seemingly obtainable only through 
an increase in the gasoline tax, 
would be required, is apparent 


by’ ‘the State Highway 
Commission. This calls for capital 
expenditures of $396;000,000, of 
which $256,000,000 is proposed for 
construction and reconstruction of 
the existing 16,000-mile system, 
$80,000,000 for 165,000 - additional 
miles of farm-to-market roads, and 
$6,000,000 for streets: in cities of 
more than 6000 population, which 
are used as part of state high- 
ways. 

The Commission estimates that 
from present sources of revenue 
there will be only $222,985,000 
available for these construction 
purposes, or $173,015,000 less than 
will be required. An increase in 
the present 2 cent tax is the only 
method so far suggested to obtain 
the money. | 

The Butler bill would solve that 
problem, but it would provide no 
funds for the local county roads. 
The 1%-cent increase in the Curry 
amendment would supply the 
funds for the local county roads, 
if it were honestly and intelli- 
gently expended, but would pro- 
vide nothing for the major sys- 
tems. The Legislature is slow to 
increase taxes and it is contended 
by opponents of the Curry amend- 
ment that if it is adopted there 
will be no increase by the Legis- 
lature to meet the needs of the 
state system. 

The caoprovel of the Curry 
amendment could thus have ve 
disastrous effects on the state 
system, and it is very doubtful 
that it would accomplish the di- 
rect purpose of its promoters—the 
gravel surfacing of 45,000 miles 
of country roads, or even & major 
portion of that amount. 

Included in the Highway Com- 
mission program is the construc- 
tion of 15,000 miles of farm-to- 
market roads, which would be 
roads which the Curry amendment 
is intended to improve. Under 
that plan, mileage to that extent 
would be roads with much better 
engineering and much better con- 
struction than js contemplated for 
the Curry roads. —

Would Exclude Legislature. 

Attention frequently has been 
called by supporters of the amend- 
ment to a provision that the 
money shall be expended “under 
such general supervision and di- 
rection of the State Highway Com- 
mission a8 may be provided by 
law.” It hes been contended that 
this means that the Legislature 
would authorize the Commission 
to control expenditures through 
approval of plans and/ specifica- 
tions. ! 

Actually the language of the 
amendment would prohibit the 
Legislature from giving the Com- 
mission any control over details 
of construction. The words “gen- 
eral supervision and direction” 
mean exactly the opposite of spe- 
cific and detailed supervision, and 
the Legislature could go no far- 
ther than the Constitutional 
amendment authorized.

There is no reason to believe 
that it would be expended wisely 
or that the expenditures would 
build the roads to anything like 
the extent needed to remedy con- 
ditions. This is supported by the 
fact that, although county courts 
have been in supreme control of 
local road building for nearly 125 
years, considerably less than one- 
half the 300,000 miles of county 
roads have even been graveled. 

er Low Taxes. 

The argument has been ad- 
vanced that this is due to a lack 
of .money in the counties, an ar- 
gument which is true only in part. 
The fact is that many counties 
have not levied the maximum 
road tax, and have not had the 
road money simply because they 
would not collect it. They pre- 
ferred low taxes to good roads. 

The estimate of $135,000,000 
needed for these roads is made 
on the theory that the counties 
would levy a local road tax of 
35 cents on the $100 assessed .val- 
uation of property, the maximum 
permitted by the Constitution, and 
that the $135,000,000 of state money 
in addition to the local money 
would provide the funds needed 
for construction and maintenance. 
The Curry amendment, however, 
does not require a county to levy 
the maximum tax in order to ob- 
tain state funds, and there is no 
reason to believe that the full 
amount of local money would be 
forthcoming. 

The state vastly expanded its 
allotment for public schools a 
number of years ago on the theory 
that the state money plus the 
local school money would greatly 
improve the schools. Immediately, 
however, the local school taxes 
were reduced in many districts 
and the attempt was made to get 
along on the state moneys with 
only a token local tax, 

The local taxpayers in those 
districts were willing to get along 
with poorer schools rather than 
pay locally for better schools. 
With a record of low road taxes 
in the past, it might be expected 
that they would be willing to get 
along with poorer roads rather 
than pay any material part of 
the cost of better roads. 

Advocates of the Curry amend- 
ment have said that it was a 
counterpart of the system of Fed- 
eral aid to the states for roads, 
that this would be a system of 
state aid to counties. There is lit- 
tle basis for such a comparison. 
The Federal Bureau of Roads ex- 
ercises complete power of appro- 
val or disapproval of any road 
project on which Federal money 
is to be expended, The Curry 
amendment not only does not au- 
thorize state control, but by its 
language prohibits any specific or 
detailed supervision by the state 
of the roads which would be built 
with state money. 

St. Louis Opposition 

The provision of the Curry 
amendment denying to municipal- 
ities the right to levy taxes on 
gasoline has encountered much op- 
position in St. Louis and other 
cities, which have contended that 
it deprives them of a right they 
should have to levy what taxes 
they please.

Record, Wins

CHICAGO, Aug. 23 (AP)—Fer- 
vent, leggy chestnut colt owned by 
Warren Wright's Calumet Farm, 
ran the fastest mile and a quarter 
ever run by a three year old on 
record for an American track in 
winning the $93,250 American 
Derby at Washington Park today. 

Fervent defeated the pace-set- 
ting Cosmic Bomb by a neck, with 
the eastern invader, Phalanx, gen- 
erally regarded as the leading 
three-year-old of the year, strug- 
gling back in third place, six 
lengths back of the flying leaders. 
Capt. Flagg, only other starter in 
the four horse race, finished last. 

Fervent, ridden by Jockey Doug- 
las Dodson, ran the mile and a 
quarter in 2m. 3-5s, to knock two- 
fifths of a second off the track 
record established by his stable- 
mate, Armed, in 1946. The’ Ameri- 
can record for the distance is two 
minutes flat, for all ages. Whisk 
Broom 2nd turned in that time 
at Belmont Park June 28, 1913 
and equalled by Cover Up July 26 
this year in the Hollywood Park 
Gold Cup race. 

Phalanx, lop-eared colt owned 
by C. V. Whitney and the 4-5 fav- 
orite, never was a challenger. 
‘Phalanx trailed the field until 
Cosmic Bomb and Fervent made 
the stretch turn for the finish and 
the came up under the urgings of 
his Chilean jockey, Ruperto 
Donoso.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 23. 

VERY time he walked’ 
E down a dark street Mil- 

lard F. Wright was 
frightened. It wasn't. the 
fear of bandits that scared 
him. He was afraid of 
himself. 

For invariably something 
inside of him would snap, 
and from the dark corners 
of his mind a voice would 
“whisper: “Steal... steal 


*? 


... Steal. 
The next thing he knew 


he would be breaking into 
a strange home, ransacking 
the place and running off 
with clothing, luggage bags, 
radios, silverware, alarm 
clocks, anything he could 
carry away. 

For the’ past 24 years of 
his life, 38-year-old Wright 
had made a career of bur- 
giary. He spent .most of 
that time in jails and re- 
formatories’ and even was 


sent for 15 months to a hos- | 


pital for the criminally in- 
sane. 

So last March when he 
was faced with the possibil- 
ity of a life sentence as an 
habitual criminal, Wright 


decided to gamble his clear, © 


active mind against the 
risk of feeble-mindedness— 
fcr @me chance to become 
a free-law-abiding citizen. 

He asked court permission 
to undergo a brain opera- 
tion which he hoped Would 
cure him of the strange urge 
to rob strange homes. 

When one of the nation’s 
leading neurosurgeons, Dr. 
Yale David Koskoff, agreed 
to perform the operation for 
nothing “in the interest of 
medical science,” ,the court 
gave its approval. 

For a week or so after the 
doctor snipped some “cables” 
in Wright's brain, the hang- 
over was terrific. Wright 
acted as though he were en- 
joying a champagne jag. But 
it was not long before he 
rounded back to normalcy. 

Today Wright, who hoped 
the operation also would win

mum of 40 years to life as 
an habitual criminal, re- 
fused to release the man at 
once—-even though he ex- 
plained he was giving 
Wright a “break” because 
of the latter’s desire to aid 
medical science as well as 
himself.

The Judge declared he 
wasn't sure the scalpe) had 
detoured Wright off the 
road to crime. And he feared 
immediate release would 
deluge the courts with peti- 
tions for similar operations 
from: scores of other free- 
dom-hungry convicts who 
might prefer a hospital 
ward to a warden, 

It was back in August, 
1945, that the latest chapter 
in Wright's book of crime 
began to unfurl. One hot 
summer night, police were 


alerted for a burglar who 


had just broken into a fash- 
ionable home in the residen- 
tial suburb of Mt. Lebanon. 
They found Wright stand- 


ing on a h, a stolen 
handbag wi stolen goods 
in his hand.

To that end, he convinced 
Dr. Koskoff he was willing 
to take “any risk” that 


might: be involved in a pre-— 


frontal lobotomy. That in- 
cluded a possibility that 
Wright might not be cured 
of his criminal tendencies 
but be rendered feeble- 
minded. 

The pre-frontal lobotoniy 
is a delicate brain operation 
developed as a “last : 
treatment of mental i. 


nesses. 

Dr. Koskoff had performed 
about 35 such operations 
but ‘to his knowledge 
Wright's was the first case 
in which it was done on “a 
sane person” and as a court- 
approved social experiment. 

All of the other operations 
Dr. Koskoff hag performed 


were on mental patients at 


the Western State Psychia- 
tric Institute here, one of 
the nation’s mode] institu- 
tions for the treatment of 
and research in mental ill-. 
nesses. 

Perhaps his greatest suc- 
cess was in the case of a 
woman with a suicidal urge 
which had been deemed in- 
curable. The doctor was 
called after she had jammed 
a pair of scissors into her 
throat in the latest attempt 
to take her life. That was 
more than a year ago. To-. 
day. she’s a happy, carefree | 
housewife interested in dying 
only of old age. 

In the operation, the sur- 
geon bores two small Holes, 
each about the size of a 


nickel, through the skull.

He is a “test-tube prison- 
er,” under constant study by 
psychiatrists and psycholo- 


gists. They have been di- 


rected by the court to watch 
Wright's progress to right 
living in the hope that he 
may be paroled safely with- 
out the necessity of complet- 
ing his latest sentence of 
two to 12 years. 

The job of the doctors and 
the psychologists is a diffi- 
cult one. For it is hard to 
determine whether a man 
has “gone straight” while He 
is living in an institution 
where temptations are very 
limited indeed. 

But Judge C. Maicom Mc- 
Donald, who could have sen- 
tenced Wright to a maxi-

The 
emotions — the individual’s 
fears, joys, anxieties, urges— 
which are generated here de- 
pend very much on the mes- 
sages fed through the micro- 
scopic cables which lead 
from the thinking cap.

Depending on what it is 
the surgeon wants to cure, 
he snips selected cables — 
breaking the connections be- 
tween the thinking cap and 
the emotion box, Like snap- 
ping the wires between a 
telegraph key and the re- 
ceiving set sO a message 
can’t get through, 

When the patient comes 
out of it, doctors say he 
usually is as uninhibited as 
achild. Nothing bothers him 
~—-because he may not, for 
example, realize you're sup- 
posed to usé a < Sera for 
soup or wear clothes to din- 
ner. 

But those who fecover 
usually snap back shortly 
afterward and soon become 
“re-educated” to the rules of 
society. Others—the “incur- 
ables” — may become: just 
more passive and feeble- 
minded. 

This was the gamble Mil- 
lard F. Wright volunteered 
to take when he underwent 
the operation in April, From 
a purely medical standpoint, 

the operation was a success. 
Wright didn't die. He didn't 
become enfeebled. 

But whether the scholarly 
looking criminal has been re- 
educated to the rules of a 
law-abiding society, only 
time will tell.

Margaret Rudkin Used Grandma's Recipe to Bake 
Some Bread — It Was So Good That Now She Owns 
Bakery That Is Likely to Do $3,000,000 Business This Year 


FAIRFIELD, Conn., Aug. 23. 

HEN Mrs. Margaret Rudkin 
Wier her grandmother's recipe 

for homemade bread out of 
an attic, trunk almost 10 years 
ago, she was, without knowing it, 
taking her first step toward fame 
and fortune. 

At the time, she was thinking 
only of baking a few loaves of 
bread to tempt the appetite of her 
ailing youngest son. But - soon, 
friends and neighbors began ask- 
ing her to bake for them. Before 
long she had outgrown the kitch- 
en of her Pepperidge Farm home, 
six miles west of Fairfield, and 
was forced to set up an oven in 
the barn. 

From that modest beginning; 
Mrs. Rudkin has built a home- 
made bread business of phenome- 
nal proportions. Through the 
years she has also been building 
a dream, Last month, that dream 
was realized when Mrs. Rudkin 
moved into a new, specially de- 
signed bakery that has a capacity 
of 4000 loaves an hour and may 
boost her Spooerry ne year to a 
gross of $3,000 

“Some a like Helen 
Hayes, are born to be actresses: 
others are born to be scientists or 


teachers or writers. I was evi- 


dently born to bake bread,” red- 
headed Mrs. Rudkin said to this 
reporter on a tour of her new 
$625,000 Pepperidge Farm bakery. 

But until her youngest son de- 
veloped asthma, Mrs, Rudkin, wife 
of: a polo-playing New York 
stockbroker, had little more than 
nodding acquaintance with a 
bread pan. Casting about for 
something to build up her son's 
ebbing appetite and strength, she 
hit upon the idea of baking him 
a few loaves of bread like her 
grandmother used to bake. 

Taking her grandmother’s 
recipe and wheat grown on a 
nearby farm, she rolled up her 
sleeves and ground the wheat into 
flour in an old-fashioned coffee 
mill and baked the first loaves 
of bread she had ever baked in 
her life, Her old-fashioned bread 
was an immediate success. Soon 
she was baking daily to keep pace 
with the appetites of her husband 
and three sons, 

* * * 


RIENDS and neighbors added 
F their pleas that she bake bread 

for them. A New York doctor 
persuaded her to bake bread for 
eight of his New York patients. 
And so, before she knew it, Mrs. 
Rudkin was in the homemade 
bread business. 

Soon the business had outgrown 
both her kitchen and the old- 
fashioned coffee mill she used to 
grind the wheat. She moved her 
“bakery” to the barn of her farm, 
installed a second-hand gas oven 
in one of the barn’s deserted 
stables. Her wheat she took to a 
nearby grist-mill, powered by a 
running stream, for grinding. She 
hired a neighbor girl to help her 
weigh the dough on an old-fash- 
ioned baby scale and take the 
bread from the oven, Soon, there 
were five more girls to keep pace 
with the rising demand as Mrs. 
Rudkin began selling to stores in 
nearby towns, 

When the business continued to 
expand, she moved it into an 
empty Norwalk hospital. By the 
end of her first year, she was 
turning out 4000 loaves of bread

York market, With a loaf of Pep- 
peridge Farm bread under one 
arm, she had, one day, walked 
into the exclusive’ store of Charles 
& Co. grocers to New York's 
wealthiest families, and offered a 
slice of her bread to the manager. 
He was delighted, said he hadn’t 
tasted bread like it since he was 
a boy and promptly placed an or- 


der for two dozen loaves a day. 


By the end of the month he was 
ordering 1200 loaves a week. 
Within a very short time, Bread- 
baker Rudkin had acquired a fleet 
of eight trucks, contracted with, 
not one, but two, New England 
grist mills to grind flour for her 
exclusively, and begun to lay plans 
for her idea of an ideal bakery. 
On last July 7, after many delays 
caused by war shortages, she 
moved into her new bakery on the 
historic Bdston Post Road,

S URROUNDED by white and 


red pines and Colorado spruce, 

the new $625,000 Pepperidge 
Farm bakery has made Mrs. Rud- 
kin very happy. The warming 
rooms, which simulate the old pro- 
cess of raising bread on the back of 
the stove, are just the way she 
wants them, The long tables where 
women sit and cut and knead_ 
bread by hand are just the way 
she wants them. The finished loaf 
of bread is also just the way Mar- 
garet Rudkin wants it. 

“Except for one thing,” she 
says. “I prefer the whole loaf, but 
since the public wants sliced 
bread I’ve bowed to the demand 
and put in slicing machines.” 

Mrs. Rudkin employs more than 
100 women in her made-to-order 


ery. 
“Making bread,” she says, “is a 
woman's job. After all, have you 
ever heard anyone say anything 
about the wonderful bread their 
grandfather used to make?” 
Some of the women employed 
at Pepperidge farm bakery work 
an eight-hour day, but ‘many put 
in only two, three or four hours 


at the job. Mothers of the coun- 
tryside make bread while their 
children are in school; others 
come to work after school, when 
older children can care for the 
‘babies in the family. 

Although Mrs. Rudkin’s bread 
sells for 30 cents for a 24-ounce 
a a, — never been a need 
or vertising it as a quality 
product. Word-of-mouth advertis- 
ing has always kept the demand 
for the bread well ahead of the 


supply.

TUBBORNLY through the war 

years and high prices Mrs. Rud- 

kin has refused to sacrifice 
quality for profit. And just as stub- 
bornly she has refused to capitel- 
ize on her now well-established 
reputation of not substitu 
anything for the Premnctpemes 
flour in her bread. 

“Grinding in old-fashioned grist 
mills, where the wheat trickles 
slowly onto revolving stones, 
keeps the wheat germ and vita~ 
mins and food values intact,” she 
says. “Besides my mills deliver 
freshly ground flour every day. 
And flour has to be freshly ground 
to retain all the values of the 
wheat. That's why I have to 
charge more for a loaf and why 
flour ground the way I demand 
it is not used commercially.” 

At the bakery everyone works 
hard. But none harder than Mrs. 
Rudkin herself. She arrives at 
the office every morning around 
10, stays until six. No detail of 
the bakery operation is too small 
to catch her eye. She pays wages 
higher than the industry level alld 
has instituted bonus and insur. 
ance plans. 

“T just,” says Margaret Ru akin, 
“run the whole place like you rom 
a house.” 

Pepperidge Farm bread is now 
sold from Maine to Florida and 
in scattered cities as far west as 
St. Louis. The Woman's Exc 
in St. Louis has. recently pla 
an order for 200 loaves a mon 

So far, Mrs. Rurkin has made 
only one concession to advertis- 
ing. She assembled a number of 
her favorite New England recipés, 
had them printed in a booklet aad 
mails them out at request.

@ ALREADY WE ARE LAYING PLANS to outwit Mis- 
souri’s mid-summer drought next year, at least as far as the 
vegetable garden is concerned. It is easy to say thére won't 
be another summer like this for years to come; but my mem- 
ory seems to record a succession of dry Augusts from boyhood 
onward. To irrigate or sprinkle a family-sized garden from 
a well is not only expensive but constitutes a serious drain on 
the best-flowing well. We have a big cistern which is not in 
use, but this we hope eventually to pipe into the hot-water lines 
of the house, to provide the delightfully soft rain water for 
_ washing. The best bet, it seems to us, is to dig another amall 
pond very close to the house and pump water from it to the 
vegetable garden at a lower level. The problem here, of course, 
is whether or not we can locate such a pond with a watershed 
of sufficient size to keep it filled.

One thing is certain, The percentage of Missouri 
summers with a dry August runs high. Unless it can 
be given more attention than is possible for a hard- 
working farmer to give it, a vegetable garden is a sad 
looking affair after six weeks without rain. So a spe- 
cial plan of water management is as necessary to insure 
full and profitable vegetable production as it is for any 
other crop.

in world capitals. 

Although Wilhelm remained in 
exile, most of his family returned 
to Germany. Almost 100 per cent 


they espoused the Nazi cause, 

The old Hohenzollern line had 
a belligerent and colorful history. 
Rulers of Prussia for generations, 
Wilhelm’s grandfather became 
Emperor of the Germans early in 
the nineteenth century when his 
Iron Chancellor, Bismarck, forged 
a united Germany. 

From Wilhelm’s abdication on, 
everything went wrong. His wife, 
Victoria Augusta, died in 1920, 
His marriage to Princess Hermine 
in. 1922 got off on the left foot. 
The long-sought crown of Vic- 
toria, valued at $850,000 and re- 
ported missing for years, turned 
up on the head of his bride. 

For almost two years after the 
wedding, there were constant re- 
ports that the middle-aged couple 
had separated or were on the 
verge of splitting up.

Friedrich Wilhelm, butt of 

cartoonists In the First World 
War, never lost hape he would sit 
on the throne of Germany and 
consistently tried to ingratiate 
himself with anybody or every- 
body who could help him. At first 
he figured Hitler could pave the 
way and in 1932 announced his 
support of the Nazis. 

His offer to serve in the war 
was turned down and he spent 
the six years in Berlin adminis- 
tering the Hohenzollern affairs 
(the family still was the largest 
landowner in Germany).

By 1981, August had a comfort- 
able seat on the Hitler bandwag- 
on. He was stumping for the 
cause, when German police round- 
ly clubbed him as they were 
breaking up a riotqus street scene. 
Enthusiasm undampened, August 
next turned up as a Brown Shirt 
brigadier general, spellbinding 
with the theme: “God sent Hitler 
to the German people.” 

In 1934, however, his name was 
brought into an anti-Hitler plot. 
Subsequently he received an offi- 
cial clean slate by Hermann Goer- 
ing himself. A couple of years 
later August was a member of the 
wedding party at the cerémony 
uniting the fat Field Marshal to 
the buxom Emmy. 

Only last year the aging and 
white-haired Prince turned up as 
a prosecution witness for the 
United States Army and identified 
as his own a number of jeweled 
articles which were part of the 
Hesse treasures looted from Kron- 
berg Castle. His testimony helped 
convict a Wwac captain, her colo- 
nel husband and a major for the 
jewel theft. August, broke and 
broken, is now under arrest as a 
one-time active Nazi. 

Wilhelm’s youngest son, Joachim, 
committed suicide in 1920—broken- 
hearted and brooding over a di- 
vorce action instituted by his wife, 
the former Princess Marie Augus- 
ta of Anhalt. Widowed, she mar- 
ried a wealthy commoner, Johann 
Von Loen, but they were divorced 
in 1935 and she resumed her maid- 
en name.

of the former Kaiser served in 
the German Army in World War 
II. Two grandsons were killed: 
Wilhelm, eldest son of the Crown 
Prince, "and Oscar. Friedrich 


Georg, another son of the Crown 


Prince, was being lionized in Lon- 
don when the war caught him and 
he was interned. During the lat- 
ter part of the war he was em- 
ployed as a laborer helping clean 
up blitz debris in the English 
capital. 

Prince Alexandor, son of old Au- 
gust Wilhelm, the Hesse trial wit- 
ness, was arrested early in the 
Hitler days for insulting the citi- 
zens of Bayreuth, German music 
center. In 1938 he incurred the 
Doorn wrath—which he defied— 
by marrying a commoner who was 
also a widow, Frau Irmgard Wey- 


gand. 

Hubertus, third of the Crown 
Prince’s six children, was a Nazi 
warrior who got himself into a 
marital mixup between battles. He 
married the Baroness Von Hum- 
boldt in 1941 and they. were di- 
vorced almost immediately. Then 
he married the. Princess: Feodora 


. of Reuss (a relative of Princess 


Hermihe) and dropped out of the 
limelight. 

The only son of Joachim, Prince 
Karl, married his grandfather's 
step-daughter, Princess Henriette, 


in 1940, 
T ser’s grandchildren was Prince 

Louis Ferdinand, who was an 
enthusiast about America and 
practically a trans-Atlantic com- 
muter in the 20's and 30's. He 
worked for Ford, had an Ameri- 
can accent and was reported en- 
gZaged to movie actress Lili 
Damita. 

He went back to Germany to be- 
come an army officer and married 
the grand duchess Kira of Rus- 
sia. Now he is the father of six 
children and lives in the American 
zone.

The ancient 
House of Reuss, from which she 
descends, once ruled two princi- 
palities now a part of Thuringia.

Monsieur Lauritz - 


Liked His Tobacco

HE recent arrival in France of a group of American Boy 

Scouts, well equipped with cigarettes for trading purposes, 

will no doubt be hailed with great joy by my friend M. 

Lauritz of Thaon-les-Vosges. Lack of smoking tobacco was one 

| of the great crosses he had 

to bear during the war and, 

in all probability, long after 

it. When I first met M, 

Laurits and his wife, about 

two weeks after the Ger- 

mans had pulled out, they 

were emerging from a four- 

year period of occupation. 

They had been operating on 

the French principle “one 

must defend oneself” all that 

time and they still had seven 

goats, and 32 rabbits in the 

way of a meat supply, the 

Mirabelle was holding up 

nicely, there was plenty of 

cheese and the vegetable 

stocks weren't too bad, M.

If a St, Louisan Marries, Goes Swimming or Eats 


In a Restaurant, He Is Protected by Some Phase 
of City Health Division's Program Against Disease

MILLION-DOLLAR bargain is 

what St. Louisans receive. in 

the field of public health, a 
realm of such multiple services, 
protections and precautions that 
most urban dwellers take them 
for granted, rarely stopping to 
consider these benefits to their 
daily living in detail. e 


But every time a St. Louis resi- 


dent drinks a glass of milk in a: 


restaurant, which no longer serves 
the beverage in a_lipstick-scal- 
loped glass, makes infiltrations on 
an inflated steak, drives his car 
out of the garage into the alley 
without having rats push it back 
in, gets married, or goes swim- 
ming, he is profiting from the 
attentions of some phase of the 
Health Division, Department of 
Public Welfare, of the City of St. 
Louis. In the case of lower in- 
come groups, such things as in- 
fant, maternal, and dental care 
are also a part of the bargain 

The cost of all expenditures for 
this department in 1946 was $956,- 
054.84, plus state and government 
expenditures which brought the 
total to $1,040,470.44. According to 
a recent survey made by the So- 
cial Planning Council, other ex- 
penditures for civil health and 
welfare made a grand total of 
$2,151,122, A tidy sum, or so it 
seems until you divide the total 
by the number of people benefited, 
or until you consider that each 
average citizen spent six times 
his public health quota on choc- 
olate bars and gumdrops. 


However, like ‘many bargains, 


this one is reported to be begin- 
ning to give at-some of the seams 
and sag badly in other sections. 
In a letter to the Mayor and city 
officials recently, Dr. Joseph F. 
Bredeck, Health Commissioner, 
pointed out that the division could 
function more efficiently and ef- 
fectively were it not understaffed 
and: underpaid. 


Director of Personnel R. Elliott 
Scearce, in,a reply to Dr. Bredeck, 
disagreed with him with regard to 
certain comparisons of salaries 
with those paid by other cities, 
but added, “Let me state that this 
letter is in no way to be inter- 


preted as claiming that either’ 


salaries or number of employes is 
sufficient for the Health Division, 
as we dre all agreed there is a 
need for more adequate salaries 
and the Civil Service Commission 
is working on the problem. Ke- 
lief must be obtained for the long 


_patient employes of your division 


as well as other city employes.” 

The outstanding need in the 
Health Division, Dr. Bredeck 
points out, is for more doctors 
and nurses. In the annual report 
compiled by the nine individual 
departments of the Health Di- 
vision, the request for additional 
nurses runs almost like a refrain, 
since nurses are used in so many 


of the departments—in tubercu- 
losis investigations, venereal dis- 
ease clinics, schools and health 
centers. The estimated need is 
167 nurses and the Health Di- 
vision now has 41, a considerable 
drop from its prewar total of 101, 
"ee. ee 
S an individual example, there 
A is the health center at Grand 
and Park, one of the six city 
health centers under the super- 
vision of Dr. Melvin Tess, The 
morning we visited it, with Miss 
Mary Humphries, as health 
nurse consultant, substituting for 
Director Mildred Sanderson, as 
our guide, it was crowded with 
50 mothers and: babies visiting the 
child hygiene conference. 
“This is our district,” Mrs. Kath- 
erine Woolrich, supervisor, told 
us, indicating an area on the map, 


extending to the city limits on the. 


south, the city limits on the west, 
the river on the east, and north 
to Park avenue, taking in white 
patients in the central district 


also. 

“Por all this territory we have 
only six full time nurses and one 
part time,” she said, “But two of 
them work in parochial schools so 
that leaves us only four and a 
half for the rest of the district. 
Since we have a city car for trans- 
portation only a half day a week, 
the nurses have difficulties mak- 
ing their outlying calls. Also there 
are 500 tuberculosis patients in 
this district.” 

In spite of the drawbacks, the 
center was taking excellent care

of its small patients that morning. 
Since only one pediatrician was 
available, Dr. Esther Coffman, 
who is in charge of the X-ray de- 
partment on the second floor, was 
pinch-hitting, helping weigh, im- 
munize, and examine the babies, 


The X-ray department, incidental- 
ly, is one service available to all 
residents, regardless of 
group; as part of the all-out fight 
on tuberculosis, anyone may have 
a chest X-ray made there.

LSO in this center is a dental 
A clinic, where two dentists take 
care of 10 to 12 patients a 
morning. (We'd rather not think 
about the morning we had 17,” 
one of them said.) Dental clinic 
headquarters, supervised by Dr.

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shortage plus the nurse shortage 
is the health center at Laclede 
and Leffingwell, in a densely pop- 
ulated Negro section. On the 
first floor is the Laclede Center, 
where Mrs, Natalie Gilbert, staff 
nurse, directs a sort of assembly 
line system of moving mothers 
and their babies from waiting 
room to examining room, row 
after row of babies, gurgling, coo- 
ing, screaming, and sometimes— 
mercifully—sleeping. 


On the second floor—tempo- 
rarily, they hope—is the Page Ave- 
nue Center, which had to vacate 
its quarters and move downtown. 


‘This center, supervised by Miss 


Zella Liddy, has fewer patients, 
an average of 70 in the morning 
and 50 in the afternoon to La- 
clede’'s 100 in the morning and 
0 in the afternoon, because resi: 
dents of that district find it diffi- 
cult to travel the distance with 
babies, Even so, it is kept busy, 
as are all the centers, with two 
child hygiene conferences a week, 
one maternal hygiene conference 
and one chest. clinic. 


* * * 


LL clinic visits are followed up 
up by home visits by public 
health nurses, a service which 
resulted last year in 10,407 home 
visits. Other centers are located 


at 901 Lami street, 5431 Easton 


avenue, and 1500 Cass avenue. 
The nurse shortage also hinders 
Dr. J. Earl Smith’s Communicable 
Disease Service, which handles 
the investigation and care of all 
communicable diseases. For ex- 
ample, public health nurses are 
of great value in locating T.B. 
cases, and since St. Louis’s death 


‘ rate in this disease is higher than 


most large cities, their need is 
indicated. 


The majority of cases of com- 
municable disease are venereal, 
with. 13,951 cases treated in 1946. 
Here, too, inadequate quarters 
force juveniles to mingle with 
known prostitutes, and the per- 
sonnel shortage does not allow 
for a social worker to rehabilitate 
juveniles. 


Not g@ependent on. nurses, but 
equally dependent on trained per- 
sonnel, is the laboratory, Dr. Jo- 
seph C. Willett’s section which 
handles blood tests from pre- 
marital examinations, from the 
V.D. clinic and from maternal 
hygiene clinics. It also furnishes 
diagnostic service to. St. Louis 


.physicians, and has done analyses 


on everything from diphtheria cul- 
tures to horse meat in hamburgers 
during the war. 

Many trained employes here 
were lost to higher-paying jobs 
early in the war, and Dr. Willett 
still recalls with a shudder how 
he lost one assistant to a large 
university, obtained as a substi- 
tute a Japanese-American and 
felt reasonably lucky and secure, 
only to have his security . shat- 
tered when his new istant ap- 
peared one mornin and an- 
nounced, happily, that he had just 
become the first Japanese-Ameri- 
can to receive an Army commis- 
sion, 

This department, which serves 
technical persons principally, has 
little contact with the lay public 
except in cases of rabies, which

are now at a 25-year low level. 
But because the records show that 
the incidence of rabies rises just 
as sharply as it falls, Dr. Willett 
favors an ordinance that would 
give the health commissioner 
greater controls over dogs.

As important as the restaurant 
ordinance, though not as spectacu- 
lar, is the rat control program, 
one of the many activities of the 
Sanitation Section, headed by 
John Buxell. In addition to de- 
rodenting the city, this department 
handles insect control, rubbish col- 
lection, swimming pool sanitation, 
public water analyses, analyses for 
St. Louisans owning private water 
supplies in areas where no local 
health department exists, and full 
staffing of the industrial ‘hygiene 
organization. This latter section 
studies environmental condition? 
and possible dangers, in industrial 
plants and conducts physical ex- 
aminations. 

* * * 
ORE familiar to most St. 
Louisans. than some of the 
other departments of their 
health service is the administra- 
tive section, which includes the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics for 
which Jesse B. Lasater is regis- 
trar. It recorded the 25,004 births 
in St. Louis last year and the 


11,396 deaths and kept its cus 
tomary elaborate charts and 
graphs on leading causes of 
deaths; one out of three last year 
was from heart disease. 

The Bureau of Vital Statistics 
is somewhat symbolic of what Dr. 
Bredeck calls “the cradle to the 
grave service” which St. Louisans 
receive from the Health Division. 

“I think St. Louisans get pretty 
cheap service,” he said, “but un- 
less we get more people we're not 
gOing to be able to handle the 
work, and the condition will soon 
reflect in raised diphtheria and 
tuberculosis cases.” 

Pointing out that St. Louis is 
virtually running a training school 
in employes for other cities and 
health systems, Dr. Bredeck says 
he can back up his statement by 
the records of employes who have 
left for other cities. 

“In every single instance it was 
because of salary,” he says. “If all 
these people are worth more 
money some place else, they're 
worth more money here, It’s not 
a personal matter with me. We 
have a community to take care of 
and I intend taking care of it.”

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow

EACH PIE, cobbler or dump- 
P iinse have an exceptionally 

runny filling because the fruit 
is so full of juice. To obtain 
desserts that are not juicy and 
which many cooks think are more 
attractive to serve, they add a 
lot of cornstarch to the sugar. In 
doing this they sacrifice the fine 
peach flavor. Thickeners (flour 
and starch) have flavor of their 
own which neutralizes the highly 
desirable fruit flavor. 


When fine eating is the aim in 
such desserts, omit thickeners. 
‘Make cobblers with only a top 
crust, using a rich biscuit dough 
rolled thin for crust. The juice 
collecting in the bottom will pro- 
vide a delectable sauce for the 
desserts. If a lower crust is 
wanted, let the juice soak in. 
The result will be something like 
a dumpling and will taste so 
good, nobody will care if it is 
soaked. 


For pie, an old-time pastry 


nk | made with a little baking powder 


and milk becomes porous in 
baking and absorbs a lot of the 
juice and the lower crust is also 
on the dumpling order but the 
top crust will resemble ‘pie. This 


appeals to me as an honest and 
happy compromise, 


Old Time Pastry for Fruit Pie 
and Cobbler. 


Two cups all-purpose flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, two 
btablespoons sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon galt, two-thirds cup shorten- 
ing, two to three tablespoons cold 
milk. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
twice with rest of dry ingredients. 
Cut shortening into flour with a 
pastry blender or with two knives 
until consistency is that of: rice 
grains. Add the milk and toss 


about lightly, then gently press it 
together until it combines into one 
lump, Divide dough into two 
parts, one a trifle larger than the 
other. Roll larger one out for 
lower crust to one-eighth thick- 
ness, keeping the dough as nearly 
circular in shape as possible and 
rolling in all directions. 

Fit into pie plate, and then add 
prepared fruit and sugar alter- 
nately to fill pie dish. Roll pastry 
for top crust a trifle thicker than 
for lower crust. Cut vent in cen- 
ter. Brush lower edge of pastry 
with water. Lay top pastry on, 
press around edges to seal. Trim 
neatly, then press with fork, leav- 
ing the fluting flat.

Liver Saute with Onion Gravy 
One pound lamb, beef or pork 
liver, sliced one-inch thick, one- 
fourth cup flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
paprika, one-half teaspoon dry 
mustard, four tablespoons fat, one 
cup sliced onions, one cup water, 
one bouillon cube, § six-ounce 
package wide noodles, cooked.

Integrated’ Musicals, 
Or Just Mixed Up? 


By George Jean Nathan 
‘NEW YORK, Aug. 23. 

HAT fancy word “integrate” is beginning to pop up in alarming 
T proportions in connection with thig coming season's musical 
shows. Most of those so far announced, their press-agents 
elegantly apprise us, “will integrate music and dancing with panto- 
mime and the spoken word.” In the old days, before press-agents 
went to Harvard and Bleeck’s, the word was simply “mix” or, in 
cases where the press-agent had mysteriously got hold of a copy of 
Roget, “amalgamate.” But now it’s “integrate,” though just where 
the difference lies igs sometimes pretty hard to make out. 

“Oklahoma,” “Carousel,” “Brigadoon,” etc., are recent examples 
of these integrated shows, with their music and dancing constituting 
part and parcel of their pantomime, spoken word and general story. 
But equally integrated was the “Music in the Air” of 15 years ago, 
to say nothing of “The Merry Widow” of 40, the “Robin Hood” of 
more than 50, and the “Billee ‘Taylor’ of more than 60. 

The integrating business, in short, despite the seeming con- 
temporary belief, is approximately as new as a Grover Cleveland 
button.

ALL THIS, however is just by the way. The immediate point 
is that, while the integrating business is quite all right critically, 
I am a bit worried over its future. It begins to look as if it may 
go too far and as if the time will come when the integrating may 
become so excessive that our musicals will be as inscrutable to the 
average customer and as difficult for him to decipher as Ibsen. 
The time may come, indeed, when the integration may be carried 
to such an extreme that a Broadway audience will be so confused it 
‘won't know when the ballet lets off and when the heroine jilts the 
archduke for the cowboy. And when that day coffes, Mike Todd can 
make a million dollars reviving “Star and Garter.”

I DON’T KNOW anything about such announced forthcoming 
integrated musicals as, among others, “Allegro” and “Look, Ma, I’m 
Dancing,” but from this distance I'm scared. My trepidation may 
turn out to be baseless, but in my frightened mind’s eye I can see 
them so integrated that my reviews will probably get Agnes de 
Mille mixed up with Boris Watts, the comedian, and both confused 
with the locket which the tenor gives the soprano and which is 
stolen by Richard Rodgers, the baritone, plotting in cahoots with 
Agnes de Mille’s two pretty serving maids, Oscar Hammerstein 
and Jo Mielziner. sii

I MAY be a little tired of the unintegrated shows in which the 
ballet dancers suddenly enter the hero's father’s steel factory and 
interrupt a meeting of the board of directors by performing “Gaite 
Parisienne.” I may also be rather sick of the coloratura who 
promptly bursts into song about the beauty of love under the 
Venetian stars upon observing that Porfirio Dinkelspiel, the inn- 
keeper, has ripped his breeches in- the rear. And I may no longer 
be delighted beyond all bounds when a team of acrobats, costumed 
as the heroine's butler and footmen, come on and do their act in 
her boudoir,

IN SHORT, I may be ready to call it a day for all such shows 
which apparently have been written and staged by a vaudeville 
agent in collaboration with a discharged carpenter. But I am not 
so sure that I won't in- time also be ready to call it a day for these 
others which substitute an equivalent of the exact dramaturgical 
technique of a Pinero for the old nonsensical abandon of Pixley and 
Laders, Henry Biqssom and Alfred Robyn, and Harry B. Smith.

Misquoting 
Bible and 


Shakespeare

HE two most widely quoted 

works in English are the Bible 

and Shakespeare. But, more 
often than not, our quotations 
turn out to be misquotations. 

For example, the Bible does not 
stigmatize money as the root of 
evil, The exact wording of I Tim. 
VI:10 is: “The love of money is 
the root of all evil,” which puts a 
— complexion on the mat- 

r, 

The popular saying, “Eat, drink, 
and be merry, for tomorrow you 
may die,” is made up of frag- 
ments of these three versions: “To 
eat, and to drink, and to be 
merry.”—Eccl. VIII:15, “Let us 
eat and drink; for tomorrow we 
shall die.”—Isaiah XXII;:13. “Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for 
many years; take thine ease, eat, 
drink, and be merry.” — Luke 
XII:19. 


We often hear it said that the 
lion will lie down with the lamb; 
but again this is a garbling, for 
Isaiah XI:6 states: “The wolf also 
shall dwell with the lamb, and 
the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid.” 


“Pride goeth ‘before a fall” is 
another favorite misquotation. 
But, by turning to Proverbs 
XVI:18, we find that we have a 
much longer saying: “Pride goeth 
before destruction, and an haugh- 
ty spirit before a fall.” 


“If that were “i. — " we say, 
“T'd give him od spanking. 
Remember what the Bible says: 
‘Spare the rod and spoil the 
child.’” However, the Bible says 
it in quite different words, thus: 
“He that spareth his rod hateth 
his son, rs gage 24, 


Other misquetations are: “Stolen 
fruits are sweetest.” Proverbs IX: 
17 reads: “Stolen waters are 
sweet, and bread eaten in secret 


jis pleasant.” 


“There is nothing new under 
the sun” should be: “There is no 
oy thing under the sun.”—Eccl. 


“Let him’ who is. without sin 
cast the first stone” is a misquo- 
tation of John VIII:7: “He that 
is without sin among you, let him 
cast the first stone at her.” 


“The Lord loveth a cheerful 
giver” should be: “God loveth a 
cheerful giver.”"—2 Corin, VI:10. 

The Mosaic law which we quote 
as, “An eye for an eye, and a 
tooth for a tooth,” appears first 
in Exodus XXI:28, 24: thus: “And 
if any mischief follow then thou 
shalt give life for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, 
foot for foot.” In Deut, XIX:21, 
it reads, “And thine eye shall not 
pity; but life shall go for life, 
eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot.”

Now for some “Shakespeare” 


‘that Shakespeare never wrote, 


The Bard did not say, “All is not 
gold that glitters.” In the Mer- 
chant of Venice he wrote: “All 
that glisters is not gold.” But the 
saying was not original with him. 
before 
Shakespeare was born, Chaucer 
wrote: “But al thing which that 
shyneth as the gold nis nat gold, 
as that I have herd it told.” 

When we wish to minimize some 
unfortunate occurrence, we are 
wont to say: “It’s an ill wind that 
blows nobody good,” By this we 


jimply that. one man’s misfortune 


usually is another’s benefit. But 
that is not the sense of Shake- 
speare’s.saying in King Henry IV. 
His words, “Not the ill wind which 
blows no man to good,” clearly 
describe an ill wind as benefiting 
no one. 

But again Shakespeare  bor- 
rowed the expression, this time 
from the epigrams of John Hey- 
wood, who wrote, a hundred and 
more years before: “An ill winde 
that bloweth no man to good.”

All crops except \greens are 
mulched. Tomatoes are staked 
and pruned to two main stems, 
To keep the fruits from burning 
and scalding during the intense 
heat, the plants were partially 
shaded with old newspapers. 

Mrs. Tichvinsky, who is partic- 
ularly interested in herbs, suggests 
using rosemary with meats, mar- 
joram in lentil soup, sage in bean 
soup, and a pinch of summer sa- 
vory in green beans. Dill adds 
zest to cucumber salad, especially 
when made with sour cream dress- 
ing, and basil in indispensable to 
tomato sauce, 

She also likes to add sprigs of 
majoram and basil, and of sweet- 
scented herbs like lemon verbena, 
rose geranium and lavender, to 
bouquets of flowers. When the 
blossoms begin to fade, the petals 
and leaves of the herbs are dried 
and mixed with powdered orris 
root, making a potpourri that is 
delightful for Chrictmas sachets.

OREIGN ministers and other top diplomats of 20 Amer- 
ican countries met last week at a swank Brazilian 

mountain resort outside the little town of Petropolis, 45 
miles north of Rio de Janeiro. Amid lavish green and 
gold gs of the $15,000,000 Quitandinha Hotel's 
block-long dining salon, they gathered to draft a treaty of 
mutual defense for nutions of the Western Hemisphere. 
Officially the meeting bore the jaw-breaking title ‘“Inter- 
American Conference for the Maintenance of Continental 
Peace and Security;” popularly it was called the Rio 
Conference. 

That the United States attached considerable impor- 
tance to the meeting was evidenced by the rank of its 
representatives. The delegation was headed by Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall, Warren R. Austin, United 

ations representative, and Arthur H. Vandenberg, chair- 
man of the Senate foreign relations committee. 

Some observers believed that the United States, in line 
with the Truman doctrine, was seeking to band its neigh- 
bors to the south into an anti-Communist bloc. Others felt 
that the possibility of communism in Latin America lies not 
so much in external aggression as in the grinding poverty 
under which so many of the people live. 

_The conference had but one official order of business 

eo. on its agenda—that of putting into a permanent treaty the 
rf Act of Chapultepec, signed March 3, 1945, by which the 
o os ' ll Pan American — pledged themselves to aid any 
erican coun eatened by aggression.” But some 
Foreign Minister Torres Bodet of Mexico , 
replies to weloome Gidvees by Mreaiiian delegations sought to interject other matters relating to 


Pan American relations, mostly grave economic questions. 

Argentina demanded economic aid and co-operation 
among the nations of the Western Hemisphere. Cuba said 
it wanted treaty measures to ward off “economic aggres- 
sion”; Chile stressed the need for ‘economic solidarity.” 
Mexican Foreign Minister Jaime Torres Bodet, replying on 
behalf. of the conference to a welcoming address, con- 
tended that economic security of Latin American peoples 
is the keystone in the bulwark against external aggression 
and internal change. : 

The United States, however, preferred to leave eco- 
nomic issues for the Pan American Conference in Bogota, 
Colombia, next January. In answer to continued demands 
for a Marshall plan for Latin America, Secretary of State 
Marshall last Wednesday told the conference that Eu- 
rope’s economic recovery is vital to the Americas and 
takes precedence over needs of the Western Hemisphere.

of varying degrees.e They are Cuba, Mexico, Guatemala, 
Costa Rica, Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, Peru, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Chile. Haiti, Salvador, Ecuador and Bolivia are 
limited dictatorships having some forms of constitutional 
governments but ruled by “strong men.” Argentina, under 
Juan Domingo Peron, is in the fascist tradition, and Hon- 
duras, Dominican Republic and Paraguay are absolute 
dictatorships under one-man rule.

Upon the death of a friend you should go at 
once to the house, write “With sympathy” on 
your card and leave it at the door. Or, you 
write a letter to the family. In either case you 
send flowers, addressed either to the funeral of 


(name of the deceased) or to the nearest rela- 
tive. The latter method is preferable, if the 
relative is a friend. But the former method is 
followed if the deceased alone was known to 
you. 


On the card accompanying the flowers, and 
addressed to one of the family, you write “With 
sympathy,” or “With deepest sympathy,” or 


“With heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
the funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers be sent, you disregard 
it only if’ you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days ur weeks after the funeral to any 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially comforting in their assurance of con- 
tinued sympathy.

The Nazis 
ia senee af werk be fling in tauch of 
the site. Work has now been started on re- 


excavation and reconstruction of the village. 

The prewar excavations revealed the 
ground plan of an Early Iron Age strong- 
hold rhade entirely of wood. The village 
was surrounded by a massive rampart and 
a log street inside the wall. Six parallel 
east-west streets divided the village, whicb 
contained more than 100 multi-roomed huts 
that housed 800 to 1000 persons. Of equal 
size and evenly spaced, the huts had walls 
and floors of oak logs, thatched roofs, 
verandas, large stone laces. 

The remains of pin were pre 
served through the centuries by a thick 
deposit of sand and mud. Along with the 
original logs were uncovered pottery, tools 
and ornaments of the ancient Slavs of Bis- 
ku Lack of weapons indicated the in- 
habitants were peaceful; bones and kernels 
of grain showed they tilled the nearby 
countryside, kept domestic animals.
